MEN ACCEPT OFFER 

Street Railway Employees to Receive Increase 
ot Five Cents an Hour 


The 800 employees of the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway Co. hy secret 
ballot Inst Saturday accepted the of- 
fer of the Company of a raise of 5 
cents an hour and all danger of an- 
other strike or a long-drawn-out ar- 
bitration case, was thereby averted. 

The old agreement with the men 
expired June 30, and the men who 
have been receiving 45, 50 and 55 
cents an hour demanded 75, 80 and 
85 cents. 

The following statement from Mr. 
Pitt F. Drew, president of the com- 
pany, tells the story of the raise. 

Mr. Drew said: 

I am very glad to learn that the men 
have voted to accept the increase of- 
fered by the company. 

I have always had a strong convic- 
tion that the great majority of the 
men on our system are Intelligent, 
level-headed and reasonable. Men 
ready to do what they believe to be 
right and fair when they are in pos- 
session of all the facts. For this rea- 
son I refused to make an offer to their 
committee unless they would send an 
accountant to examine our books and 
report the facts to the men. 

The accountant was sent and ex- 
amined our financial condition. I 
then made an offer which was sub- 
mitted to the men at their meeting on 
Thursday night. At the same time 
they had the report of their account- 
ant. I understand that there was full 
and frank discussion and that each 


man was given a ballot to mark when 
he had given the matter full consider- 
ation. The voting took place on Sat- 
urday hy secret ballot. The result is 
very gratifying because it justifies my 
faith in the men. 

The cost to the company is more 
than should he paid from a business 
standpoint and I believe the men rea- 
lized it. On the other hand, they no 
doubt felt that they too were making 
a sacrifice. It is this spirit of fair- 
ness and co-operation on the part of 
the men that gives me courage. 

We have been passing through very 
hard times for the management and 
for the men, to say nothing of the pa- 
tient and unfortunate stockholder. I 
hope that the tide has turned and 
that the combined efforts of manage- 
ment and men will eventually enable 
us to put our property in good con- 
dition and give the public the service 
they desire. The men agreed with me 
that it would be unfortunate to have a 
raise in fares and certainly no gen- 
eral increase will be asked for until 
we have made every reasonable effort 
to work the proposition out on the 
present basis. 

It would not be just to speak of the 
difficulties which the management and 
men are having without expressing 
appreciation for the spirit shown hy 
the public in paying the ten-cent fare 
without a single complaint so far as 
I have been able to learn.

The many friends of Mr. William C. 
Deutschle will be pleased to learn that 
be has been acquitted and fully exon- 
erated from the charges brought 
against him by the Department of 
Justice relative to making false state- 
ments in his questionnaire in order to 
obtain deferred classification. The 
hearing was held before United States 
Commissioner Hayes in the Federal 
Building. Boston. After listening to 
the evidence brought by the govern- 
ment, the Commissioner closed the 
hearing and discharged the defend- 
ant. stating that the evidence was in- 
sufficient. The Commissioner in com- 
menting upon the case stated that he 
did not feel that he could go behind 
the ruling of the local draft board. 
Among the witnesses who appeared 
for Mr. Deutschle were Judge W. F.

CO-OPERATIVE BANKS 

An Address By W. N. Swain, President Mass. 
Co-operative Bank League 


There are two things which stand 
out most prominently in the news- 
papers — first the habit of thrift, and 
second, the housing situation. 

t'nless the people are taught to 
save money in a systematic way, the 
great majority take no thought for 
the morrow and are simply content 
to receive money and spend it with- 
out saving. This condition has al- 
ways existed and has been more not- 
ably developed during the recent 
World War. 

While the habit of thrift and saving 
has been developed through the nec- 
essity of financing the World War 
and supplying our government with 
money for it, as reflected in the sale 
of Liberty Bonds. War Saving 
Stamps and Thrift Stamps, since the 
signing of the armistice, the habit of 
thrift has been in a great measure 
lost to sight in the desire to spend 
money and enjoy every so-called lux- 
ury that is obtainable with money. 

The greatest agency in the devel- 
opment of thrift to my mind is 
through the compulsory savings hab- 
it, required in the co-operative bank. 
Statistics prepared by the large life 
insurance companies for use by their 
solicitors proves that from 85 to 90 
per cent of all people who live to be 
65 years of age. are dependent upon 
1 someone else, in whole or in part, for 
their support. 

Reasons for saving money: Why 
should one desire to save money? 
The obvious answer is: Because 
money is essential to comfort. All 
material things that we have or en- 
joy in life are obtained only by money 
or its equivalent. If we want food, 
business, clothing, shelter, pleasure, 
society, if we wish to aid in charitable 
work, to relieve the distress of indi- 
viduals. to educate and be educated, 
to be comfortable in old age. and fi- 
nally to have our body properly in- 
terred at our death, we must have 
money, provided we wish to maintain 
our self respect and bo active factors 
in the business of living. 

Out of many good reasons which 
have been presented from time to 
time showing why people should be- 
come members of the co-operative 
banks and save their money in them, 
the following six reasons are pre- 
sented as covering the most import- 
ant experiences in life and the re- 
sults which must come if people when 
these six conditions arise, are pro- 
tected and insured against trouble by 
having a snug sum of money saved 
in the co-operative bank: 

Sickness and Loss of Position 

Sickness and loss of position may 
come at any time. What would hap- 
pen if your income should suddenly 
stop’ Be prepared for emergencies. 
There is no better friend in time of 
need than money in the co-operative 
bank. 

Opportunities 

A savings account may be the 
means of completing your education 
or enabling you to start in business. 
Success depends largely upon the 
readiness with which we accept our 
opportunities. One feature of the 
co-operative bank is the opportunity 
which it gives to accumulate money 
through the persistent, systematic 
saving of small accounts. 

Marriage 

Have you a co-operative bank ac- 
count with which to start housekeep- 
ing? The happiness and contentment 
that comes only through a certainty 
of the future is the healthy and per- 
manent kind. A savings account 
starts you on that road. You cannot 
be your best self or enjoy life when 
cramped with poverty. 

• \ Home 

Nothing gives a man or woman, 
young or old. more pleasure and en- 
joyment than to own his or her home. 
Kent is an endless drain on your in- 
come — there is an end to paying for a 
home, and ease and comfort wait 


there. The co-operative bank has 
helped many either to build or buy 
their homes. It can help you. 

The Child's Future 

A co-operative bank account opened 
when your children are young will 
provide for their education. An ex- 
cellent means of providing your son 
and daughter with a start in life, when 
they reach majority, is to place one 
share to their credit in a co-operative 
bank on every birthday. Such 
amounts will grow as the child grows 
and each dollar so invested will mean 
$200 accumulated in twelve and one- 
half years. 

Old Age 

At least 85 out of every 100 people, 
65 years of age. are partially or 
wholly dependent upon their relatives 
or charity for their support. Save in 
a co-operative bank for the sixty-flftli 
anniversary of your birth. Do not 
forget that before many years your 
physical and mental powers will 
wane. Save before you reach the zen- 
ith of your earning power. Begin 
immediately and he systematic, other- 
wise the chances are very remote that 
you will ever accumulate any property. 
The habit of persistent and systema- 
tic saving can only come through 
paying one or more dollars each 
month in a co-operative bank. 

"Steady savers are sound sleepers. 
No greater sense of security nor surer 
source of contentment exists than the 
knowledge that you have a little bar- 
ricade of money built up between you 
and a possible time of trouble.” 

Stop and consider that If you save 
for 12% years in a co-operative bank: 
$1 a month will accumulate $200 
$5 a month will accumulate 1000 
$10 a month will accumulate 2000 
$25 a month will accumulate 5000 
$40 a month will accumulate 8000 

This is secured as follows: — $1 de- 
posited for 150 months (12% years) 
amounts to $150, dividends $50. $5 
deposited for 150 months amounts to 
$750. dividends $250; $10 for 150 
months amounts to $1500, dividends 
$500; $25 for 150 months amounts to 
$3750. dividends $1250; $40 for 150 
months amounts to $6000, dividends 
$2000. 

“II Takes Cents to Make Dollars and 
Sense to Save Dollars” 

From the facts above stated, show 
ing how few people who reach the 
age of 65 years are independent and 
able to care for themselves for the 
balance of their lives, it is wrong to 
suppose that the co-operative bank is 
the poor man’s and woman’s bank 
The co-operative bank is THE Pi20- 
PLE’S BANK and should be used as 
freely for investment and borrowing 
purposes by people of good financial 
standing, as by those of moderate 
means. 

The newspapers to-day are full of 
ullurlng advertisements intending to 
attract the surplus funds of the peo- 
ple. Many of these advertisements 
with their investments behind them 
will not stand the test of a proper 
audit. It is unfortunate that so few 
of our co-operative banks’ advertise. 
To my mind they owe a moral duty 
to give information to the public by 
advertising in the daily papers, show- 
ing where the people can make a sure 
investment of their surplus money. 

The co-ope-ative banks should be 
able to draw the people's money to 
them and prevent so large an invest 
ment in foolish luxuries. Who heard 
of the sale of silk shirts before the 
Great War? Just think of a man buy 
ing silk shirts at prices that have 
been as high as $16 and joking over 
the transaction as though it was 
something wonderful! When you read 
In the newspapers the advertisements 
by great department stores, "Buy 
your furs now ami pay for them in 
the fall." we are simply moving over 
a quicksand which when we step up- 
on it will pull us down into misery 
and bankruptcy. 


Every time you save ten cents, by 
multiplying by ten you get one dollar 
and that will give you the money to 
buy one share and pay the first 
monthly payment in a co-operative 
bank. 

More Reasons for Saving 
The habit of snving acquired 
through the compulsory monthly plan 
in the co-oporntive hank gives to the 
worker the funds with which to meet 
an opportunity which often is pre- 
sented by the employer to become fi- 
nancially interested in his business. 

In joining u co-operative hank, I 
would advise that you ascertain If 
the bank you are going to Join does 
the following three things: 

First — Pays you all the profits that 
are credited to your shares as the 
profits are declared from time to time,

and if not, seek the bank that does. 
Many of the co-operative banks de- 
duct a portion of the profits credited 
in case you withdraw ypur funds be- 
fore the shares mature or reach u 
certain age. 

Second — The bank you become a 
member of can give you better profits 
and give the public better service if 
shares are issued b ythe bank four 
times a year, which the law allows. 

Third — Ask the treasurer if you buy 
some shares and they are allowed to 
mature — that is to be worth $200 on 
each share at the expiration of a 
period of 12 years — if you can leave 
your matured share or shares in the 
bank as a continuing investment, also, 
after August 1. 1920. under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 429 of the Acts of 
the Massachusetts Legislature. 1920, 
the co-operative banks may issue in 
the name of one person, from 1 to 10 
paid-up shares of stock, each share 
being worth $200. 

Join a co-operative bank that in- 
tends to take advantage of this new 
law. The reasons for some of these 
statements will appear in the second 
portion of this article, under the head- 
ing of the housing problem. 

If you join a co-operative bank, try 
to become associated with one near 
where you live, unless it is in a large 
City, then acquaint yourself with the 
laws and methods of operation of 
the bank, take an active part in sell- 
ing its shares and interest your neigh- 
bors and friends to become home own- 
ers and purchase their shares and 
funds from the co-operative bank. 

Save now. save regularly, save in a 
co-operative bank. 

Of equal publicity and with more 
necessity, the housing problem claims 
front page attention in every news- 
paper. not only in Massachusetts, hut 
elsewhere with the “ League of Na- 
tions.” and the doings of the Na- 
tional Conventions of the great po- 
litical parties. 

From statistics prepared by K. V. 
Haymaker, former financial advisor, 
United States Housing Corporation. 
C. S. Department of Labor, as set out 
in his lecture at the University of 
Cincinnati, January 15, 1920, the fol-

lowing statements and gems of 
thought are quoted: 

"The desire to own a home is one 
of the natural primal instincts of ev- 
ery real man and woman. A rented 
house can never he a home in its 
broadest, truest sense. No family can 
acquire that deep-seated, heartfelt af- 
fection for a rented house that it 
naturally develops toward a home 
which they own. What incentive is 
there for a man to preserve or adorn 
or embellish a rented house, when he 
knows that his landlord may any day 
order him to vacate?” 

Dangers of Tenant Housing 

"A citizenship made up of renting 
tenants is always lacking in patrio- 
tism. A man is not apt to acquire a 
very profound love for a country of 
which he owns no part. Robert G. 
Ingersoll is credited with saying that 
'a man will fight for his home, but it 
is hard to induce a man to fight will- 
ingly for a landlord or a boarding 
house.’ Billy Sunday has said, ‘A man 
living in a rented house and singing 
"Home, Sweet Home,” is merely kid- 
ding himself and serenading his land- 
lord.’ A noted sociologist has said, 
‘Give every family a home, with lawn 
and flowers and trees in front 
and a garden in the rear, and 
crime will disappear in two genera- 
tions.’ Dark, crowded, unsatisfactory 
housing conditions are among the 
most prolific sources and causes of 
disease, insanity, immorality and 
crime, and constitute a most serious 
menace to society.” 

Few people realize the size of the 
financial factor involved in the hous 
lag problem. For example, a new mil- 
lion dollar industry is established la 
a city. An Industry of that size and 
with that much of an investment in 
its land and buildings and machinery 
and equipment will, on an average, 
give employment to one thousand 
men : that is, each thousand dollars 
invested in the industry will afford 
employment for one man, but it will 
require three or four times one thou- 
sand dollars to provide that man with 
an adequate home. 

We often read newspaper accounts

tries of the country, and the millions 
represented In the new industries, and 
we arc very apt to forget that for 
every million dollars Invested in new 
and expanding Industries, three or 
four million dollars should lie in- 
vested in providing adequate housing 
for the workmen which the industry 
employs. 

There are in the United States at 
the present time, Building and Loan 
Associations (which are known as co- 
operative hanks in Massachusetts), 
numbering over 8,000 societies with an 
active membership of about -1,500,000 
and assets of over $2,000,000,000, with 
annual receipts exceeding $1,300,000,- 
000, and through these associations, 
for many years In the past and prob- 
ably for many years to come, the prin- 
cipal supply for home mortgages is 
available. 

They are as before quoted the peo- 
ple's banks, financed by, directed by 
and controlled by the people. These 
banks must go back to the people 
with annual reports each year, show- 
ing the work that has been accom- 
plished and if the people who control 
them are not satisfied with the man- 
agement, it can easily be changed. 

In Massachusetts the average co- 
operative hank mortgage is $2000, but 
the average mortgage is about $5000. 
It is estimated that we will need in 
Massachusetts each year for the com- 
ing five years, houses or apartments 
totaling 40,000. This is a conservative 
estimate. It will require $200,000,000 
of mortgage money to finance them. 
As the co-operative hank can loan not 
exceeding 80 per cent of the value 
placed upon the home, as a loan, it re- 
quires 20 per cent more money to be 
supplied by the owner, or through 
some other source in part by a second 
mortgage. 

The problem that now faces the co- 
operative bank is to find this large 
sum of money each year to finance 
these 40,000 homes. Its revenue is 
made up entirely from t lie dollar each 
month paid in on each share, the 
additional funds that can be retained 
with shares matured', and which for- 
merly were paid out to the investor at 
maturity, and the further new law for 
the issuance of paid up shares. 

The income of the co-operative 
banks in Massachusetts for the year 
ending October 31, 1919, is estimated 
| at about $75,000,000 and the disburse- 
I raents from this income for mortgage 
| investments as estimated was $35,- 
000.000, so on that basis it requires 
almost six times as much money to 
satisfactorily cover the demands of 
the man or woman who desires to own 
a home as is available through the co- 
operative hanks. 

AVe Owe a Duty to Make America Safe 
for Democracy 

It is estimated that from 30 to 40 
per cent of the population of this 
country live in their own homes. If 
wo are going :o make America safe for 
democracy the people must be home- 
owners and not home-renters, and the 
home-renter is going to turn to the 
co-operative bank, the savings bank 
and the trust company, or the indi- 
vidual lender, for his money and is 
going to expect an affirmative answer 
to the following: 

If I can finance 20 to 25 per cent of 
the cost of a home. I am entitled to 
have the balance of the money sup- 
plied by some one who wants to make 
me a good American citizen. 

Briefly, to my mind, the following 
four lines define the co-operative 
bank: 

The members save money together. 

They lend their money to one anoth- 
er. 

They divide their profits with one 
another. 

They work together to help one 
another. 

The Co-operative banks are located 
in most of the cities and towns in 
Massachusetts. They number two hun- 
dred, have assets exceeding $175,000.- 
000 and practically all their assets are 
invested in first mortgages on improv- 
ed real estate in the communities in 
which they do business. They are 
conducted in a most economical way: 
they pay on an average 5',i per cent 
dividends to their depositors; they are 
obliged to establish a surplus and 
guaranty fund from which fund any 
losses resulting from unfortunate in- 
vestments are paid. 


Mnssnchusetls Uo-operalivo League 


The Massachusetts Co-operative 
Bank League is a voluntary associa- 
tion of representatives from about 
three-fourths of the two hundred co- 
operative banks now doing business 
in Massachusetts. It meets annually 
at some city previously selected, has 
papers read by bank officers on sub- 
jects of interest to the officers and di- 
rectors, elects officers who conduct its 
affairs for the coming year, and gen- 
erally speaking is a helpful and en- 
couraging convention, has a banquet, 
good time and an increase of acquaint- 
ance between the officers of the vari- 
ous hanks in the state. 

During the past year a new policy 
has been adopted of holding county or 
district conventions. Ten of these 
were held at which were present al- 
most 1000 directors and vital subjects 
were discussed by the President of the 
Slate League with the dirctors, and 
a new alignment and an increased in- 
terest has resulted therefrom. 

The annual meeting will lie held in 
Springlild. Mass., Friday and Satur- 
day. October 1 and 2, 1920, and it is ex- 
pected it will lie tlie largest conven- 
tion ever hold by the League. 

There are at present iwo hundred 
co-operntivc banks in Massachusetts 
. with an estimated membership of al- 
most 285,000, and total assets exceed- 
ing $170,000,000, and the demand for 
money for home mortgages as shown 
by filed applications in the various 
hanks amounts to over $15,000,000 and 
tills amount lias covered anticipated 
receipts for the next th^ee months.

GLORIOUS IMAGE OF BUDDHA 


Idol In the “Lama City" Is Worshiped 
by Devotees With Almost 
Insane Devotion. 

An 80-foot wooden Image of nudillm 
standing on a golden lotus flower with- 
in n sacred temple In “The Lama 
City,” reserved for residences of Mon- 
golian priests, is worshiped with all 
the Insane devotion possible by the 
Mongolians. The great llgure Is heav- 
ily glided, lnerusted with precious 
stones, and draped with silken cloths. 

When the temple Is oixmeil to the 
faithful of the city of L’rga a priest 
at the entrance gives each person a 
few drops of holy water from a filthy 
Jug. nml the people, silent with awe, 
bathe their faces with the fluid nnd 
prostrate themselves before tbe statue, 
whose head is lost In the shadows of 
the temple roof. They kiss Its silken 
draperies, soiled by the Ups of thou- 
sands, nnd ench one gathers n hand- 
ful of sacred dirt from the tefnple 
floor. 

From niches In the wnll hundreds 
of tiny Buddhas gaze Impassively on 
the worshiping Mongols. The scene of 
worship Is described by Roy Chapmnn 
Andrews In Harper’s Magazine ns one 
“intoxicating in its barbaric splendor.” 
The chorus of prayers which rise nnd 
fall In n meaningless hnlf wild chant 
are broken by the clash of cymbals 
nnd the boom of snakeskin drums, nnd 
one Is fully able to understand the 
religious fanaticism of the East when 
the people are seen at prayer In one 
of these temples. 


MANY FORMS OF EARLY FLAGS 


Various Types Were Used Before the 
Present Form of Old Glory 
was Adopted. 

According to the Smithsonlnn Insti- 
tution there were many forms of early 
flags, especially coloninl types, used 
by the individual colonies and militia 
regiments, before the ling of the Uni- 
ted Stntes was established by the con- 
tinental congress June 14, 1777, the 
unnlversnry of which date Is now cel- 
ebrated ns flng day. This net required 
that the flag of the United Stntes be 
of 13 horizontal stripes, alternate red 
nml white, and that the union he 13 
white stars on a blue field, represent- 
ing a new constellation. 

One of the first occasions for pub- 
lic display of the Stnrs nnd Stripes Is 
snld to have been August 0, 1777, 
when the new flag was hoisted over 
the troops at Fort Schuyler, Rome, N. 
Y. John Paul Jones Is snld to have 
been the first to fly the Stnrs nnd 
Stripes over the high sous on the 
Ranger In November. 1777. 

From the time of the Revolution the 
Stars and Stripes In the flag have va- 
ried. There were 13 stars during the 
Revolution, 15 In the war of 1812, 29 
In the Mexican war, 33 to 35 in the 
Civil war, 45 In the Spanish war nnd 
48 today. The stripes were changed 
first from 13 to 15 nnd then hack 
again to 13. Our national flag is 
among the oldest flags of the nations, 
being older than the present British 
jack, the French tricolor and the flag 
of Spain. 


The Painter’s Dog. 

Mrs. Ritchie, the daughter of Wil- 
liam Makepeace Thackeray, the Eng- 
lish novelist, writes of visits when she 
was a child to Sir Edwin Landseer, the 
animal painter. She says Sir Edwin 
was delightful company nnd that he 
told the children many stories of an- 
imals ns lie stood painting at his 
huge canvases. “I remember,” she 
says, “his telling us an anecdote of 
one of his dogs. He was In the habit 
of taking him out every day when Ids 
work was over. The dog -used to wait 
patiently all day long while Sir Edwin 
was painting, hut he used to come and 
lie down at his feet and look up In his 
face toward five o’clock, and on one 
occasion finding that no notice was 
taken of Ids hints he trotted into the 
hall and came back with the painter’s 
hat, which he laid at his feet.” 


Friendship Reaches Far. 

Friendship Is an elastic word, rath- 
er. It may be stretched to almost any 
length and it can he contracted until 
It Is unbelievably short and small, says 
Margaret E. Songster, In Christian 
Herald. Like any rubber band, friend- 
ship can, of course, be stretched too 
far — stretched to the breaking point. 
But it’s very hard to stretch the best 
sort of friendship so far. 

Friendship may he the most elastic 
thing in the world. Some people do 
not realize the fact, hut it can; It 
can be made to stretch pnst ambition, 
and around pride, and over personal 
vanities. It cun he made to lighten 
the durkest pathway, to smooth out 
the roughest road. It can change al- 
most unchangeable circumstances — It 
cun break almost unbreakable trou- 
bles. It can be, after all, one of the 
most beautiful things in the world.

The Finance Committee did a land 
office business in reporting no action 
necessary on three matters of vital 
interest to many city employees. The | 
first covered the petition of the city 
laborers that they should not he re- 
quired to work on holidays hut should 
be paid for the same. The commit- 
tee’s report was based on the opinion 
of the city solicitor that this matter 
was wholly an executive function and 
lay in tlie discretion of the mayor. 

The second report was on the re- 
quest of the policemen that they he 
allowed one day otf in eight instead 
of one day off in 15 as at present. Here 
again the city solicitor had ruled that 
no matter what action was taken by 
the aldermen the subject would ap- 
pear on the ballot at the state election 
for a referendum by the people, and 
the committee believed that no action 
should he taken by the hoard under 
such circumstances. 

The third report on the establish- 
ment of the two platoon system in 
the Fire Department aroused consid- 
erable debate. Alderman Allen said 
that as the matter had been rejected 
last year by the people by a vote of 
about 2 to 1. and in view of the large 
Increase in taxes of the present year, 
the Finance Committee believed that j 
the board would he subject to con- 
siderable criticism if it took favorable 
action, and inasmuch as the firemen 
had petitions already signed to place 
it on the ballot again this fall, it was 
thought best to let the people settle 
the matter. Alderman Hollis said he 
had reluctantly changed his mind in 
regard to this matter having been at 
first strongly opposed to it. but had 
been convinced that the two platoon 
system worked for more efficient serv- 
ice. He questioned the figures given 
hv the Chief that it would require 34 
more men at an expense running from 
$45,000 tlie first year to $60,000 the 
fifth year, and believed far less men 
would he needed. Remarks were also 
made by Aldermen Young. AloAuslan, 
Goodwin, AYliidden and Phipps. A mo- 
tion to refer the matter back to the 
committee was defeated 6 to 11. Al- 
dermen McAuslun, A'oung, Hickey, 
Cook, Goodwin and Hollis voting in 
tlie affirmative and the Finance report 
was then accepted. 

Adjourned at 11. 20.

City and Out-of-Town Service 
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EDITORIAL 


The failure of the aldermen to grunt 
the strong demand of the firemen for 
the establishment of the two platoon 
system, means that this question will 
once more appear on the ballot for a 
referendum to the voters of the city. 
The editor is in a peculiar position on 
this question, ns he has for some 
years believed strongly in the justice 
of the measure, but has always be- 
lieved it was a question to be deter- 
mined by the city government and not 
a matter for referendum. With the 
aldermen declining to take action in 
the face of the adverse vote of last 
year, there Is nothing else remaining 
hut another referendum to the people. 
It is also a matter of regret that the 
measure should be agitated again at 
the same time as the tremendous in- 
crease in the tax rate, and while we 
do not believe it will cost anywhere 
near the figures stated by the Chief 
of Department, there is no doubt but 
wbat it will add ‘from $25,000 to $30.- 
000 to the expenses of the city if ap- 
proved by the peaple. To sum it all 
up — the measure is an act of justice 
and fairness to the men. the aldermen 
are wise in "passing the buck" to the 
people and it is too bad it conies at 
this particular time. 

Recent events in hanking circles in 
Boston should make all of us stop and 
carefully consider the hanking insti- 
tutions we are using, their stability, 
their record for "Safety First" and 
the standard of their investments. 

To supplement this inquiry we are 
running this week an appeal for sav- 
ing by the co-operative plan which 
we trust will be read by every one 
in the city. The co-operative plan 
with its system of monthly payments, 
backed by fines, encourages thrift as 
no other system will do. With habits 
of thrift once formed, the accumu- 
lation of a substantial bank account 
is only a matter of time.

It is rather strange to see some 
members of the city government in 
favor of granting the one day off in 
eight to the policemen and against 
the two platoon system for the fire- 
men. Both measures are fair and 
right and the sooner we get the pro- 
tectors of lives and property in this 
city on the same basis of pay and 
hours of work the sooner we will have 
a contented and more efficient force 
of firemen and policemen.

The increase of nearly 200 pupils in 
our schools this fall only increases 
the present problem of how to prop- 
erly house them. As we have remark- 
ed before steps should be taken at 
once towards increasing our school 
accommodations, for it will take fully 
a year to build the kind of school 
house we should erect and we need 
at least two new buildings right now.

FOUNTAIN REMOVAL 


Newton Highlands Residents Heard 
by Aldermen 


At the hearing on removal of the 
fountain, corner Walnut and Forest 
streets, Newton Highlands, before the 
aldermen Monday night there was an 
interesting discussion. 

Mr. Edwin S. Drowne. President of 
the Newton Highlands Improvement 
Association, spoke in favor of having 
the fountain removed. — stating that 
this matter had been taken up by the 
Association for a number of years, 
and the sentiment has been in every 
case that the fountain is of no further 
use and is not ornamental and should 
he removed. Personally he thought 
that there was no beauty to the foun- 
tain and it was often covered with 
mud and leaves. 

Mr. Metcalf W. Melcher also spoke 
in favor of the removal of the foun- 
tain. stating that he was present at 
the meeting referred to and the vote 
was unmistakeable. 

Dr. F. E. Wlthee spoke in opposi- 
tion to the removal of the fountain, 
and said that he believed that the 
Improvement Association is a verv 
fine organization, but none of these 
men had anything to do with putting 
this fountain in. most of them having 
moved to the Highlands since that 
time. He said that Mr. Tarhell had 
the cast made for the fountain and 
at that time it was considered very 
beautiful. He spoke of the new foun- 
tain recently put in at the corner of 
Valentine and Chestnut streets. West 
Newton, which the Water Commission- 
er said was a beautiful thing. — but 
he believed that styles changed in 
these things as in everything. 

He presented a petition In opposi- 
tion to the removal of the fountain 
♦igned by everyone within 500 feet of 
the fountain. 

He said that he had lived there 22 
years and had not seen an accident 
but he believed it rather an isle of 
safety. — but said that side of the foun- 
tain there is a pole which was very 
dangerous where there would he a 
serious accident some time. 

Replying to Alderman Clement. Dr. 
Withee said that it was a fact that 
children do play at the base of this 
fountain with their boats. 

S. Arthur Thompson of Walnut 
street said that his residence was 
within 50 feet of the fountain, and he 
objected to the removal. He said 
that there had never been an accident 
there, and he thought of it as an 
oasis of safety for people in crossing 
from one side of Walnut street to the 
other at the Episcopal Church. He 
said that the children do play there 
but are harmless. As far as the mud 
and leaves are concerned, he doubted 
whether the statement was made af- 
ter careful observation, as there is 
very little mud at the bottom of the 
fountain. He spoke of the petition 
presented by Dr. Withee. showing that 
most of the people in the vicinity 
were opposed to this removal. He be- 
lieved that the meeting at which the 
vote was taken was a farce. 

Replying to Alderman Clement. Mr. 
Thompson said that lie was Secre- 
tary of the Newton Highlands Asso- 
ciation at the time the vote was taken 
and read the communication which 
was sent by him to the city officials, 
but said that he sent it and wrote it 
simply as a vote of the Executive 
Committee. 

Mrs. Thompson also spoke in favor 
of retaining the fountain, believing 
that it is ornamental and it is very 
pleasing to them to sit upon their 
porch and listen to the spray, — and 
this was one of the reasons why they 
bought their house. 

Mr. Chas. W. Hawkes, Saxon road, 
said that he lived some distance from 
the fountain, but wished to say that 
lie did not believe that the meeting of 
tlie Association was a farce by any 
means, as there were several othei' 
tilings considered at that time and 
there were between 100 to 150 people 
present. He believed that people who 
live anywhere in Newton Highlands 
should be interested in all of the in- 
terests in that community, and he be- 
lieved that in view of the vote of the 
Association that the fountain should 
come down. 

Donald I). McKay said that he had 
only moved to Newton Highlands 5 
years ago and lived a considerable 
distance from the fountain, hut ho 


said that when the fountain is spray- 
ing there is mud in tile street and 
when not sprnying, it is not pretty. 
He agreed with Mr. Drowne and Mr. 
Hawkes as to the seriousness of the 
meeting at which the vote was taken. 

.1. Weston Allen said that lie hud 
no intention of speaking nt tills hear- 
ing, because personally he lives at 
some distance from the fountain, al- 
though he was born and brought up 
almost a stone's throw from the 
fountain. He said that before the 
fountain was put in. it was a dirty 
square, and when the fountnln was 
built it was a groat improvement, and 
also It was safer because It divided 
traffic, and he believed that the need 
in that respect is greater now on ac- 
count of automobiles. He believed 
that the objection was because it had 
not been kept up.

Now is the time to put aside 
former differences of opinion and 
buckle on the harness and pull to- 
gether for the common good, not of 
women, merely, hut of the country and 
of the world as a whole. The re- 
sults so far are surely hearing out 
the highest hopes of those who have 
been actively striving for this free- 
dom.

New England Conference 


How many club women could tell 
off-hand what the New England Con- 
ference is? How many have known 
t lint this body has been in existence 
some ten or more years or that any 
club woman was welcome to attend 
the sessions? It is safe to assume 
that all or at least most of the ques- 
tions would receive a reply in the 
negative. The Conference was orga- 
nized through the suggestion of Miss 
Georgie A. Bacon during her admin- 
istration of the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. Primar- 
ily, it was merely a conference of the 
officers and of the chairmen of the de- 
partments of the State Federations 
which had problems in common with 
a view to working more effectively 
through unified action, than if each 
acted alone. Annual meetings have 
been held in the various states since 
that time. The 1920 session was held 
in conjunction with the Annual Field 
Meeting of the New Hampshire State 
Federation at the Profile House Inst 
week. 

The joint convention was attended 
by some two hun’dred club women 
with representatives from each of the 
New England States, though, of 
course, the majority came from the 
hostess state. New Hampshire. 

.Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, the newly 
elected president of the General Fed- 
eration, was the guest of honor and 
made an inspiring address on the first 
evening!, in which under the title, 
"Our America,” she summed up some 
of the achievements # as well as some 
of the plans of the larger organiza- 
tion. The keynote of her address was, 
perhaps, the significant statement, “If 
we had lived our Americanism, we 
wouldn't need to be teaching Ameri- 
canization to-day.” 

Former Governor Bass of New 
Hampshire, in an address on “AVo- 
man's Part in the Government,” gave 
helpful suggestions as to matters 
wnere woman's help will he of great 
value — in the field of education, in 
the care of the health, in public in- 
stitutions, supervision of women and 
children in industry, through the 
juvenile courts und-the general sani- 
tary oversight of the community. 
Above all don't allow issues to he made 
the plaything or the football of the 
parties ; get the political parties to 
adopt platforms that mean something. 
Tho clubs, lie thought, may he made 
the agencies for non-partisan discus- 
sion of public questions. He gave 
sound advice on the matter of voting 
and begged bis audience to remember 
that t be vote is a sacred trust to he 
used for the common good. 

Lady Anne Azgapettan, an Armenian, 
who had nursed in tile Great AVar, 
gave a stirring, eloquent and heart- 
rending address on "Armenia," in 
which she interwove the story of Ar- 
menia and an account of her own 
sufferings in her plea for her beloved 
country.

CITY’S GLORY LONG DEPARTED 


Petra, Once Great Trade Center, la 
Now Place Utterly Without 
Human Inhabitant*. 

In A. D. 100 one of Trnjnn’s gen- 
erals conquered Petra, the ancient city 
of the Nahntacims In Arabia, and 
created the Roman province of Arabic 
Petrnea, but the city continued to 
flourish ns n trade center under the 
strong pence of Rome, writes Lowell 
Thomas In Asin magazine. In those 
days Petra was the focusing point on 
the cnrnvnn routes from the interior 
of Arabia, Persia and India to Egypt, 
Palestine and Syrln. It was a great 
safe deposit of fabulous wealth, for- 
tressed by frowning cliffs. When Ro- 
man power waned, the Romanized Na- 
bataeans were unable to withstand the 
desert hordes. The cnrnvnn trade was 
diverted through other channels nnd 
Petra declined In importance. 

A little more than n century ago, 
John Lewis Burcklmrdt, n Swiss 
traveler, who had heard rumors of a 
great city of rock lying far out on the 
fringe -of the Arabian dpsert. pene- 
trated the gorge and found once more 
this wonderful old city of Petra, which 
had not been mentioned In any llter- 
nry record since A. D. 530. 

In the century or more since Rurck- 
hardt wrote of his discovery of t lie 
rock city in a letter from Cairo, only 
a few explorers nnd archeologists from 
the west have visited Petra. The Jour- 
ney Is so long nnd arduous and the 
danger of violence from Bedouin no- 
niftds so great that not many have had 
the time or zeal to attempt ft. The 
lion and the lizard kept the court 
where .Tomshyd gloried nnd drank 
deep until Thomas Lawrence brought 
Ids lighting Bedouins into tills city of 
tombs und empty palaces. 


CHILD WHO CAUSED A WAR 


British Girl Only Six Years of Age 
Was the Innocent Center of 
Trouble in Assam. 

The discovery that Mary Winches- 
ter, who when only six yenrs of age 
was the cause of the Lushuls war, Is 
still alive, has aroused the greatest 
Interest. 

She was abducted by the nntlves of 
northern Assam, und when the light- 
ing was over It was found that the 
chiefs of the Lushais had nlmost dol- 
lied her, nnd they pleaded with the 
British officers to be allowed to keep 
her to become the head of the tribe. 
Mary’s father was a native of Elgin, 
and belonged to one of the leading 
county families In Morayshire. When 
the story of the Lusha! outrage readi- 
ed Elgin it caused great consternation, 
nnd the M. I*, for Moray nnd Nairn 
raised the matter in the house of com- 
mons and took it further — even to 
Queen Victoria herself. So It came 
about that the punitive force was sent 
against the Lushais. On receipt of 
tlie news that Mary Winchester had 
been rescued nnd was alive and well, 
Elgin gave Itself up to a riot of re- 
joicing, and later still, on her arrival 
at her grandparents' home, the whole 
town made holiday to welcome her. 

Prior to traveling north Mary had 
the honor of being received by Queen 
Victoria. The little maid, despite the 
fact that she had changed tier native 
dress for European attire, was then 
and for some considerable time after- 
ward of a dark almond color wher- 
ever her skin had been exposed to the 
tropical sun of Assam. 


Constituents of Manna. 

The belief that it has discovered 
one of the constituents of the manna 
of tlie Bilile is agitating the United 
States federal bureau of chemistry. 
It has found and secured several 
pounds of nielezlt 08 e, a form of sugar 
extremely valuable in scientific experi- 
mentation, and hardly more plentiful 
than radium. Melezltose is tlie origin- 
al honey dew. It gets its name from 
tlie French word nielez, which menus 
larch tree. It seems that bees and 
peculiar summer weather in central 
Pennsylvania recently conspired to lay 
up a lot of tills unusual saccharine 
substance in numerous hives, where it 
crystallized and dealt death and de- 
struction to many bees when they tried 
to live on it. It was found to have been 
too rich for their digestion and that 
they literally starved to death. 


Man Leads in Endurance. 

Mau is a truly wonderful anlmnl. 
Although tlie majority of tlie human 
race ruin their strength and constitu- 
tions by unwise eating and drinking, 
by luck of fresh air, and by unnec- 
essary exposure to all sorts of Infec- 
tion, yet, even so, man can more than 
hold his own with the brute creation. 

Not, of course, ill muscular strength. 
A tiger with one pat o his paw can 
reduce u human skull to pulp; n hare 
can run two yards to a man's one. It 
Is in endurance that niun beats the 
lower races. For a short distance a 
racehorse cun gallop nearly 33 miles 
an hour, hut in a 500-mile race a 
trained mini will easily beat any horse 
that ever lived. 


Remarkable Animal. 

One of the strangest animals known 
Is the platypus, a creature inhabiting 
the river banks of Australia and Tas- 
mania. It resembles both an uultunl 
and a Idrd In that Its body and tail 
are like those of a heaver,- while Its 
web feet and hill remind one of a 
duck. It has teeth for chewing Its 
food, but it lias no external ear. al- 
though Its hearing is acute. It lays 
eggs like u turtle, but suckles Its 
young. A specimen of the animal has 
been placed on exhibition in the Nit- 
tiunul museum, Washington.

Recent additions of new books in- 
clude a good number of useful tech- 
nical volumes, among them more of 
the series of Pitman's common com- 
modities nnd Industries. "Aluminium: 
Its manufacture, manipulation and 
marketing,” by George Mortimer, 
gives an analysis of the processes 
through which aluminium passes in 
its metamorphosis from "common field 
mud" to the light, silvery metal fa- 
miliar to the reader. There are chap- 
ters included on working with alumin- 
ium for such as desire a general 
working knowledge of the metal.

Another In this series is Benjamin 
White's "Silver, its intimate associa- 
tion with the daily life of man.” Pos- 
sibly there Is no commodity the ca- 
reer of which possesses so romantic 
an interest as that of silver. The book 
describes Its creation, its derivation 
from the earth, its cleansing from im- 
purities, and its manipulation Into ar- 
ticles of utility and beauty. In order 
to present a general idea of the pro- 
cesses by which crude ore from a 
mine (the plant of which is equipped 
with the most modern appliances pro- 
duced by science) is unloaded of its 
silver contents, Mr. M. F. Falrlie, 
manager of the works of the Cohalt 
Reduction Co., Ltd., in Ontario, has 
supplied the interesting details. There 
are charts showing the world’s silver 
production from 1493 to 1918, also the 
world production for 1 91 G hv coun- 
tries.

In the same series Is William Gam- 
ble's hook "Photography,” written in 
a popular manner to give an outline 
of photography operations for readers 
who wish to acquire knowledge of a 
subject simply for the sake of know- 
ing in a general way, “How it’s done." 
Detailed technicalities are left out. 
making the book interesting as well 
as useful. Some of the chapter head- 
ings are: Discovery of photography; 
The camera and lens; Development; 
Printing processes; Enlarging, copy- 
ing, and lantern-slide making; Colour 
processes; pcientific applications of 
photography ; cinema-photography ;

WHEN LAWS WERE CRUEL 


Barbarous Death or Life Imprison- 
ment the Portion of Thinkers In 
the Sixteenth Century. 

They hml n rough nnd ready wny of 
denllng with spiritualists In the six- 
teenth century. An net was placed on 
the stntute hook In the reign of 
Queen Mary which made It n capital 
offense for many persons “to propose 
to hold communications with the 
dead," nnd Inter the penalty for such 
nn offense was made burning nt the 
stake. 

In 1520 n man named Edwnrd Bar- 
ber, who lived nt Ongnr In Essex, was 
ordered by n locnl magistrate to be 
put In the stocks for three days, nnd 
subsequently to stand for trial for 
pretending that he had received mes- 
sages from n dead person, nnd ‘‘for 
lolling divers persons that he had done 
so.” 

This luckless spiritualist, however, 
was never sent for trial, ns on the 
last night of his confinement In the 
stocks he was burned to denth by 
some of the villagers. 

In the reign of Queen Anne a man 
named Prothero was sentenced to Im- 
prisonment for life for writing a pnm- 
phlet proving that communication with 
the dead was possible; nnd even so 
late ns the reign of George I there arc 
records of severe punishments being 
indicted on people who professed that 
they had received messages from the 
dead. 

In the reign of James I n Dutch mer- 
chant named Kolep, living In London, 
was sent to the Tower for alleging 
that during n had Illness he had actu- 
ally died nnd that his soul had pnssed 
for two hours In the world beyond, 
when It returned to his body. 

Kolep was deprived of his property 
nnd wns sentenced to imprisonment 
for life. l*Ie escaped from prison, how- 
ever, nnd managed to make his wny 
bnck to his native country, where ho 
nfterwnrds published n book giving 
the experiences of his visit to the 
world beyond the grave. — Stray 
Stories. 


RULED BY TREATY POWERS 


Shanghai Only Great City in 
World That Is Under That 
Form of Control. 


the 


Shanghai is nn international city 
— the only International city In the 
world. It Is controlled and governed 
by the treaty powers, which include 
nil the principal powers that have es- 
tablished treaty relations with China, 
except France, which has Its own ter- 
ritory or concession ndjolnlng the In- 
ternational settlement. In such n 
community unique solutions have to be 
found for unique problems, and no 
problem has been more difficult than 
that of the administration of justice. 

For the foreign resident It Is a sim- 
ple matter, writes Nathaniel 1‘eiTer In 
Asia magazine. . He is subject only to 
the laws of his own country, because 
of the privilege of extra-territoriality 
which China conceded to foreign 
powers some 70 years ago, when she 
wns forced to concede so much else, 
including parts of her territory. Thus, 
for the American, there is nn Ameri- 
can district attorney to administer 
American law, just ns In New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco or .Toplin. As 
for the British, Russian. Japanese or 
Italian, even if no special court has 
been established for him, there Is nt 
least a consular court. The result Is 
of course, that your neighbor can do 
things with Impunity that would net 
you $25 nnd costs, or vice versa.

Thieves and evil characters make it 
their haunt; or, if they do not, it is 
full of vermin. A house that is used 
does not breed moths half so fast as 
a house that, having the beginnings of 
them, stands empty. AA’oe he to them, 
who take an old house, nnd carry 
their goods into It! A lazy man Is 
nn old house full of moths In every 
part. 


Origin of ‘'Dutch." 

The word “Dutch” is derived from 
the German "deutsch," meaning Ger- 
man and the original meaning in Eng- 
lish was German, Teutonic, except in 
local, careless or slang usage. The 
German language is classified into 
high and low German, the low being 
spoken by the people of the Nether- 
lands, formerly designated as the low 
Dutch language. Gradually the usage 
has changed until in modern times it 
! has reference only to the Inhabitants 
! of the Netherlands, their Innglmge, 
etc. Thus Dutch furniture signifies a 
style developed In Holland In the sev- 
enteenth century. 


Wonders of a New York Church. 

All Saints’ church, New York city, 
built In 1824, contains a wealth of In- 
teresting antiquities which may bo 
seen, hoAvever, only nt the regular 
services. Among its wonders are a 
museum of Dutch antiquities, the only 
open and unchanged slave galleries in 
tlie United States, the only colonial 
window left in New York, the only 
three-decker chancel arrangement left 
in the East.

A TRAVELLING LIBRARY 


When the library automobile made 
its rounds last week I went along 
as a passenger. This house-to-house 
delivery may not he a new departure 
public library work, but It is still con- 
siderable of a rarity. In Newton | 
there are many people living too far 
away to have the main library or any 
of its branches accessible. So once a 
week the library is placed on wheels 
and sent to the distant door, front or 
rear, depending upon whether the 
master or the servant Is the reading 
member of the family. Of course, 
those people living farthest from a 
library need its facilities as much as 
those in a centre of population. There, 
on Isolated farms and large country 
estates a mile or more from any cen-| 
tre, the Newton Free Library's chau- 
ffeur is as welcome as the rural de- 
livery man. 

The chauffeur, Tim, as everybody 
knows him, “riconimends” to a farm 
hand “a great line of books we have 
for you in your leisure, sir.” In this 
double part of librarian-chauffeur he 
has absorbed the library spirit, and 
seems to understand Just what part 
the library should play in the life of 
eaclt patron. Besides possessing tact, 
he has a memory which never fails. 
One of his patrons is the husband of 
a well-known authoress, himself a 
writer of note. He asks for six books 


from his list each week, to supplement 
the reading from his own library. He 
also says, "Bring me any of the good 
magazines. Century, Harper’s. Scrib- 
ner’s or the Atlantic, but don't bring 
, I know the editor." Tim re- 
minds him of a “five cint folne.” and 
he is overheard to exclaim: “O; — !’’ 
not that he lacked the money, but be- 
cause he did not have tke “chang," as 
Tint records on his memorandum pad. 

A guest sitting on the veranda of 
one frm house, noticing the truck, 
with its books and magazines being 
delivered and returned, called me back 
for an explanation. "See here, do you 
bring books and then later take them 
away?” When the idea was explained 
to him he remarked: “Well, it's news 
to me. What next? I never heard of 
such a library. They don’t do that 
where my farm is." 

A physician, not practising for a 
number of years, reported the benefit 
derived from the up-to-date medical 
books in the library’s collection, and 
hjs return to the profession. 

At another house the farmer’s chil- 
dren are taught in vacation time by 
the mother, who utilizes the help of- 
fered by the library. Here, also a stu- 
dent from "Boston Tech,” returning 
to the farm for his vacation days, 
finds “the library’s technical books a 
great help.” 

One appreciative reader pleaded 
that the third volume of “The Rise 
of the Dutch Republic" be left an- 
other week. “My, but that’s a great 
hook, and a great treat after hayin’ 
all day.” 

The farmers are not the only ones 
who appreciate this service. The more 
prosperous on the large estates are 
quite as isolated and the library finds 
the servants most appreciative read- 


ers. Perhaps this is a solution of the 
i servant problem. An interesting com- 
’ parison of tastes is brought home to 
1 i he librarian in this work. 

The Newton, Mass., Free Library In- 
augurated this service In March, 1917, 
and each year has seen a doubling of 
its work. The first ten months re- 
sulted in 4082 books being distributed 
by means of the house-to-house deliv- 
ery; while in 1918 this increased 
within the same territory to 9275 vol- 
umes and in 1919, with part of an- 
other district added, 19,988 volumes 
were distributed. 

Newton is a city of 48,000 popula- 
tion. with an area of 18 square miles. 
Within this 3pace the city operates a 
main and eight branch libraries in cen- 
tres of population ranging from 1500 
to 7000 inhabitants. In smaller com- 
munities the direct-to-hou.se service 
give.3 to the residents the opportunity 
which the centres have enjoyed for 
some years through their libraries. 
The automobile now covers three sec- 
tions of the city, serving upwards of 
250 families — a service appreciated 
and welcomed by all who are reached. 
— Boston Transcript.

An incite into the problems of New 
Hampshire was given through the ad- 
dress of Hon. Ralph D. Paine, a mem- 
ber of the new Stnte Hoard of Educa- 
tion, on "What New Hampshire is try- 
ing to do with Its Public Schools,” as 
well as through the talk upon “Some 
Aspects of Health Supervision,” by 
Miss Elizabeth Murphy, Supervisor of 
Health. 

The presidents of the six New Eng- 
land States brought their greetings 
and touched upon phases of their 
work. 

Tlie Thursday evening session con- 
tained two notable features, the ad- 
dress by Mrs. Marx Oberndorfer, of 
Chicago, Chairman of Music in the 
General Federation, on "Americani- 
zation through Music,” and that of 
Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, chairman of 
tlie New England Conference, on "The 
Value of Relating our Club Work and 
Play to Everyday Life.” Space forbids 
any resumfi at this time. 

At tlie closing session, which was a 
session of the Conference rather than 
the New Hampshire Federation, the 
following topics were discussed by 
representatives of the six states: How 
does the new interest in politics affect 
the Women's Clubs? What, if any, 
changes should he made in the work 
of the clubs to meet modern issues? 
is it possible to create and continue 
general interest in the fundamentals 
of life, such as Conservation of Life, 
Child Welfare, Housing Laws, Citi- 
zenship, Legislation, Americanization 
and Thrift, in the Women’s Clubs? 
Through what kind of programs is 
tills best accomplished? What do you 
consider the most important work for 
your Federation to do? Is it possible 
to create a closer point of interest 
between the Federations of the dif- 
ferent New England States? How 
shall we strengthen that bond, that 
we may lie mutually helpful? 

The discussion of the last two 
brought out the most response, for 
all present felt the value of such an 
occasion and that its possibilities were 
very large, so it is likely that much 
more will he heard of the New Eng- 
land Conference in the future than in 
the past. To make it a sort of an 
abbreviated Biennial to reach the 
club women of this section of the 
country, particularly those who can- 
not afford the time nor the money for 
the great Biennial, yet who need just 
as much the inspiration and the en- 
larged vision through contact with 
those whose state problems are dif- 
ferent, was the thought on the minds 
of those in attendance. 

Three perfect autumn days added 
much to the pleasure derived from the 
convention, and those who viewed the 
Old Man of the Mountain by moon- 
light have carried away a picture long 
to be cherished in the memory.

line. The Rebekahs made a great hit 
with their muffs of pink tissue, 
adorned with green hands and green 
flowers, and which were so attractive 
that at the end of the parade there 
was a great demand for them as 
souvenirs by the visitors.

The first meeting of the season ot 
tho Newton Hospital Social Service 
League took place at the New Church 
on Monday afternoon. 

Miss Miller, the social worker of 
the League, gave a very illuminating 
account of the splendid work that has 
been done by the League in connec- 
tion with the Newton Hospital during 
the past two years. 

She paid a beautiful tribute to the 
Newton Hospital and its spirit to- 
wards its patients, saying that in the 
two and a half years in which she has 
been connected with the hospital she 
had heard only one complaint and 
that was when, owing to war condi- 
tions, there was a shortage of nurses. 

That there is a great and growing 
need of social work in this country is 
proved by the fact that there are today 
10,000 social workers in the United 
States. The social work of the League 
is seven years old. 

Miss Miller gave as a definition of a 
social worker one who assisted the 
physician to complete his diagnosis] 


and treatment. She went on to show 
how the social worker acts as an in- 
terpreter, to the individual of the 
work of the doctors and nurses, and 
to the doctors and nurses of the in- 
dividual and his problems. 

During the last, two years she said 
421 families had been helped through 
the League and 549 individuals. Also 
1600 visits and over 1,000 interviews 
had been held. 

Among the needs which are imme- 
diately pressing she stated a convales- 
cent ward, a ward for children, a 
place for chronic cases, and a nutri- 
tion clinic. 

Following Miss Miller, Miss Bragg 
spoke on “Health Work in the 
Schools.” She told of a French wo- 
man who had been sent to America to 
study what America was doing 
through the public schools to build up 
and maintain the health of her chil- 
dren. This woman told how she had 
gone from Boston to San Francisco 
and from North to South, but had

The Woman’s Association of Cen- 
tral Church held its opening meeting 
at the church on Wednesday.

After the luncheon, the president, 
Miss Abhle Miller, called for the re- 
ports of the secretary and treasurer.

She touched upon the difficulties of 
landing at Bayreuth owing to the lack 
of proper landing facilities, and went 
on to tell of the varied character of 
the work of the committee of the Near 
East. This work included hospitals, 
orphanages, and industrial plants ac- 
cording to the needs of the different 
localities. 

One orphanage established by the 
Turks contained 667 children whose 
parents they had killed, and whom 
they were seeking to convert into Mos- 
lems. On Oct. 3rd the Turks were 
driven out of this orphanage by the 
English. 

Miss Sherman’s special work was 
the charge of orphanages in and near 
Tripoli. Among the difficulties which

The annual meetings of the Claflin 
Guard Veteran Association are al- 
ways interesting, but the one held 
Wednesday evening at the Brae Burn 
Club set a higher standard than ever 
before.

COPPER TURNED INTO GOLD 

A small wasteful item — small yet 
illustrative of the War department's 
method of doing business — was cited 
by Senator James E. Watson, of In- 
diana. during his Columbus, Ohio, 
speech of June 29. 1920. It was this: 
To brand some 391,000 horses and 
mules 195,000 branding irons were 
ordered. 

The contractor agreed that these 
irons should be made of copper, 
which was very scarce. He pur- 
chased 79.000 pounds of ‘copper, 
20.U0O pounds more than he needed 
to make- the branding irons. • 

Officials of the company testified 
that they paid 39Vj cents a pound for 
the copper. Tlie War department 
paid the company 39V-> cents a pound 
for all the copper, including tlie 20,- 
000 pounds that the government did 
not need, and immediately tlie next 
day turned around and sold it back 
to the company for 11 cents a pound. 

And as a climax to it all. the com- 
pany filed a claim for profits that it 
would have received if it had filled 
the contract and the government al- 
lowed $40,000, which was paid out of 
the Treasury department, and, some- 
how or other, we managed to worry 
along and win the war without brand- 
ing a single animal. 

Tliis is the kind of management to 
which the Democratic party now asks 
the country to give its approval.

found nothing that, she could carry 
back. Everywhere she had found doc- 
tors and teachers giving health talks, 
but the children more or less apathetic 
and doing nothing. 

At last she came to Newton, and, to 
quote her own words, “Here I have 
found what France sent me to find. 
Here, I have found teachers caring 
about the health of their children and 
children enring about their own health 
and that of their classmates." 

MIsb Bragg went on to show how 
great a change has come over the 
school recently. Whereas, formerly, 
the teacher pushed the child her eye 
on the goal of mental attainments, 
now, she is realizing the supreme, im- 
portance of the health of the child, 
and is learning not to expect the high- 
est attainments from the undernour- 
ished and under fed child. . 

A second remarkable change is the 
change in the attitude of the child it- 
self. He Is becoming interested, often 
for the first, time, in his own welfare 
and In that of his classmates. Post- 
ers, pageants, plays, rhymes, etc., have 
played their part in this change. When 
an underfed child is now brought to 
the attention of the class, the class 
itself volunteers the information as to 
how he may be helped. 

The introduction of milk into the 
morning lunch Is having a tremen- 
dous educational value. All of the 
children, not alone a favored few. are 
learning to drink milk. Moreover, 
they are forming health habits, at an 
age when habit forming is of supreme 
importance. 

The speaker concluded with the in- 
spiring thought that the ultimate aim 
of all of this campaign is to make 
more perfect vessels for the in- 
creased spirit and power of the gener- 
ation which is to come. 

Tea and a social hour followed the 
speaking. The meeting was very well 
attended. The members of the League 
are planning an All-Newton Bridge, 
the proceeds of which are to help 
them carr yon their splendid work.

EDITORIAL 


— 0 — 

We hope the thousands of new vot- 
ers in this city and the older voters 
as well will not let a single issue de- 
termine how they shall vote for presi- 
dent. There are too tnanv important 
issues at stake this year to allow such 
a theoretical matter as the League of 
Nations for instance to settle the ques- 
tion. There is the railroad question, 
affecting the cost of every article car- 
ried as freight as well as the travel- 
ling public. The treatment of labor 
and capital is of great importance as 
it affects every industry, the amount 
and cost of production in every fac- 
tory and coal mine in the country and 
thereby effects every household either 
and sometimes botli in matters of in- 
come and outgo. The sugar question 
also looms large and the continuance 
of the present Democratic administra- 
tion may mean, another large increase 
in the cost of sugar. There is also the 
matter of reforms in the income tax 
laws to relieve business men of the 
tremendous amount of detail in mak- 
ing reports to the national govern- 
ment. 

All these questions have a direct 
hearing on our national life and are 
far more important than the mere de- 
tails of Mr. Wilson's League of Na- 
tions. or some other kind of a League 
of Nation. We all are in favor of 
some League of Nations, but many of 
us are strongly opposed to the Wilson 
League of Nations. Why then, in the 
face of these other more important 
matters, allow our judgment to be 
swayed by what is virtually a differ- 
ence in methods and not of principle. 

With over five thousand women al- 
ready registered as voters, let us urge

MANY ABLE TO HEAR COLORS 


According to Investigator, the Gift Is 
Hot Uncommon — Possessed by 
One Person In EighL 

Color henring, or chromnesthesln, 
the constant association of colors with 
words, letters, musical notes end nois- 
es, Is Inherent, the New Orlenns Timet*- 
Picayune says, In one of every eight 
persons. 

A few years ago a noted physician 
told his audience that the day was not 
far distant when sound would he seen 
nnd color heard, and time hns con- 
firmed Ills statement. It seems In- 
credible that a beam of light enn pro- 
duce sound, yet It hns been accom- 
plished by throwing a ray of sunlight 
through a lens on a glass vessel con- 
taining lampblack, or colored silk or 
worsted, or any similar substance. A 
disk having slits or openings cut In It 
Is made to revolve swiftly in the beam 
of light po ns to “cut It up" Into nlter- 
nnte (lashes of light and shadow. 
When the ear Is placed to the glass 
vessel the sensitive ear can distinguish 
strange, faint sounds ns long ns the 
flashing benm falls upon the vessel. 

A still more extraordinary effect Is 
produced when the benm of sunlight 
Is first made to pass through a prism, 
so ns to produce what is known ns the 
solar spectrum. The disk Is turned 
so that the colored light of tho rain- 
bow passes through It nnd Is alternate- 
ly Interrupted and transmitted by It. 
Now, If the ear be plnced to the glass 
vessel containing the silk or other inn- 
terlnl, It will bo noticed that the col- 
ored lights of certain parts of the 
spectrum will make sounds, and those 
of other parts will not. For example, 
If the glass vessel contains red wor- 
sted nnd (lie green light is flashed up- 
on It, there will he comparatively loud 
sounds, and when the red and blue 
parts of tlie rainbow fall upon the 
vessel there will be faint sounds; hut 
other colors will produce no sounds 
at all. 


CIVILIZATION PROVES FATAL 


South Sea Islanders Are Rapidly Pass- 
ing Away as Result of White 
Man's Coming. 

There are today hut 2,500 persons 
in the 80 l'aumotu Islands, separated 
from each other by about 40 miles of 
water in the South seas, where 15 
years ago there were more than 4,<XH). 
If equally distributed there would be 
but 80 persons to each Island, but on 
more than half of them no person 
lives. Epidemics have cut the people 
down In throngs, and it Is the belief 
of Frederick O’Brien, writing In the 
Century Magazine, that the time Is 
not far off when the last l’aumotu 
will curse the white man for the gifts 
lie may have brought. When Captain 
Cook made bis survey of the Tahiti 
islands there were 70,000 happy, 
healthy people, and today there sur- 
vive scarcely 2.otx). They were not 
slain, but perished by diseases con- 
comitant with Intercourse with civi- 
lized men. 

The Tahitians and the Pnuinntunns 
understand each other easily, though 
many words are different. The for- 
mer lived with Europeans for 100 
years, and they soon became the most 
cultivated race of the South seas, 
while the I’numotuans remained the 
coarse, primitive savages that they 
have for centuries. The Pnuinotunns 
are a quiet people, serious and con- 
templative, while the Tahitians are 
laughter-loving, light-hearted, frenzied 
dancers, orators, music worshipers 
and feasters. 


Ghost for Fish Bait. 

Siamese fishermen do most of tlielr 
fishing by means of what is known as 
u ghost boat. This consists of a long 
hoard, painted white, and arranged in 
position in the water. The top must 
not he too high above the surface of 
the water for the fish it Is desired to 
capture to leap over. When in po- 
sition the ghost resembles very much 
the white side of a boat or punt. The 
fish, seeing tills white board, become 
frightened, and in fear they leap over 
the hoard. At the back of the board, 
however, nets are arranged in such a 
position that those tisli that succeed 
in leaping Hie board land in the nets 
and are caught. The amount of fish 
caught by tho employment of ghost 
boats is very large Indeed, and the 
method lias the advantage of prevent- 
ing the smaller fry from getting Into 
the nets, as they are unable to leap 
over the hoard. 


Largest Venomous Snake. 

The bush master Is the largest 
known venomous snake. It Inhabits 
the Amazonian region In South Amer- 
ica. Its teeth ami poison apparatus 
resemble those of a rattlesnake, and 
the fangs are very large. Death Ims 
been known to occur within 10 minutes 
after the Idle of one of these reptiles. 
It lives in ileus nnd holes in tho 
ground, frequenting river hanks and 
does not climb trees. This snake at- 
tains a length of 12 to 15 feet; the 
color of its body Is yellowish pink, 
with brown patterns and tints of pur- 
ple.

He is the 
best-natured soul on earth and does 
not kick at any precautionary meas- 
ure. You can license him. vaccinate 
him, baptize him, deodorize or disin- 
fect him, and it's all the same. He 
stands for anything. But licensing 
editors will not make good editors out 
of bad ones, any more than licensing 
lawyers will make them all good law- 
yers. The Eastern man says: 

"At present the profession of Jour- 
nalism is open to anyone who can 
hire a press and borrow a lead pencil 
and a paste pot." 

He doesn't know, and there are peo- 
ple right around Ambridge who do not 
know that at this time it requires 
something more. It requires capital, 
and brains, and energy, and if the 
paper does not find a field or make 
one at once, it perishes from the 
earth, for there are none so rich at 
this time they can afford to run a 
losing newspaper. Anybody may 
start a newspaper, but it will stop it- 
self in a very short time, if it is not 
the right kind of paper and unless it 
caters to the right kind of people. In 
fact, the length of life of a newspaper 
depends upon its ability to do good. 

An editor, running around with a 
license in his hip pocket would not al- 
ways mean an editor with the best In- 
terests of his community at heart. 
And, license or no license, that's the 
only kind of editor who is going to 
succeed.

The three other Boston Sunday newspapers, the 
Sunday Globe, the Sunday Herald and the Sunday Adver- 
tiser, all publicly announce that their retail price will be 
advanced everywhere in city and country to ten (10) 
cents per copy, beginning next Sunday, Oct. 10, 1920. 

The Boston Post has no disposition to criticise its 
esteemed contemporaries for taking this step. But, for 
itself, it does not feel justified in taking such action at 
the present time. There will be no change in the retail 
price of the Boston Sunday Post, which remains at six 
(6) cents per copy in Boston and vicinity and seven (7) 
cents per copy in the country. 

It is true that there have been very large increases 
in the cost of producing newspapers. Prices of news- 
papers have already been advanced considerably to meet 
these conditions. The Post management does not deem 
a further advance necessary at the present time. 

The Post does not like to contribute to increasing the 
High Cost of Living to its multitude of readers. It be- 
lieves that at present the tendency is in the other direc- 
tion. The recent big reduction in the price of various 
motor cars, silks, wheat, cottons, woolens, sugar and 
many other commodities indicates the trend of the times. 
It is very important for the welfare of people generally 
to get back to a more moderate ,basis of prices. If neces- 
sary, the Post is prepared to operate at a loss for a while 
rather than to increase the burdens on the public. 

From a circulation point of view a ten-cent price for a 
Sunday newspaper naturally and almost invariably in- 
volves loss of readers. This means that the newspaper’s 
influence is restricted, and that there is a decreased 
response to advertising in its columns. It is distinctly 
to the disadvantage of the advertisers to have Sunday 
newspapers advanced to ten cents per copy. It would be 
much more to their advantage to pay a little more, if 
necessary, for increased circulation and increased pro- 
ductiveness of their announcements. 

The Boston Sunday Post has always allowed a liberal 
margin of profit to the newsdealers and newsboys, who 
distribute it to the public. Beginning next Sunday, Oct. 
10, it will somewhat increase this margin, and at the 
same time it will allow a maximum of five per cent 
returns of unsold copies, thus dividing in an equitable 
manner the inevitable loss in the fluctuation of news- 
paper sales, due to news and weather conditions. The 
Post appreciates the difficulties which newsdealers and 
newsboys, as everybody else in business, have had to 
meet of late. It will treat them as liberally as possible, 
and in return asks that they maintain in good faith the 
established price of the Sunday Post. Their increase of 
sales will afford them more profit than if they should try 
to secure an undue profit on the sale of fewer copies. 

The Post urges its readers not to pay over the estab- 
lished prices of the Daily and Sunday Posts i. e., two 
cents per copy for the daily edition and six cents per 
copy for the Sunday edition in Boston and vicinity and 
seven cents per copy for the Sunday edition in the coun- 
try — unless in exceptional cases the delivery is unusually 
difficult and expensive. In cases of unjustifiable over- 
charges Post readers are requested to notify Mr. E. J. 
Maguire, Circulation Manager of the Post, who will 
endeavor to rcctifv the matter.

Rev. .1. Edgar Park made a brief 
addreas, altogether too short, and 
filled with wit and window. He spoke 
on the Irish question, being himself 
a native of Ireland. He said that we 
in this country had no Idea of the 
value of freedom and what It means 
to the people of a small country like 
Ireland. As far as dollars and cents 
go. It Is far better of Ireland to be 
controlled by England, but sentiment 
cannot be capitalized and it Is wrong 
to belittle the desire of the Irish for 
freedom. On the other hand, Mr. 
Park was strongly of the opinion that 
it was wholly outside of practical 
politics for England to grant Ireland 
complete freedom and It would be 
folly for England to set up a place 
for a hostile force at her very door. 
Mr. Park also said it was outside the 
sphere of the United States to butt 
llpo the internal affairs of the Brit- 
ish empire. The solution, lie believed, 
had been nearly hit by Asquith in his 
suggestion for a Dominion form of 
government with the maximum 
amount of home rule. America 
should keep its hand off of English 
policy but endeavor to create a senti- 
ment for tlie Asquith plan. When we 
have, he said, a really workable 
League of Nations it may be possible 
for England to grant entire inde- 
pendence to Ireland. 

Mayor Childs said it was the pur- 
pose of anniversaries to rejoice over 
the past and to take courage for the 
future. He eulogized the veterans as 
good citizens, filled with public spirit 
and patriotism, setting a good exam- 
ple to the youth of the city, whom he 
declared to be the most important as- 
set we have. He believed that what 
was needed was conviction, courage 
and a hopeful outlook.

AUBURNDALE AROUSED 

Residents Oppose Enlargement ol a Common- 
wealth Avenue Garage 


Aside from a lively hearing In re- 
gard to extension of a public garage 
in Auburndale the meeting of the al- 
dermen on Monday night was a prosa- 
ic affair. President Harrlman was in 
the chair and the absentees were Al- 
dermen Blake, Nichols, Phipps and 
Whidden. 

George S. Haddock asked permis- 
sion to enlarge his public garage on 
Commonwealth avenue to hold 40 cars 
and the entire neighborhood were 
present to enter a vigorous protest. 
Mr. Haddock said he had owned the 
property for 15 years and 7 years ago 
he had been allowed to build a pub- 
lic garage. He now wants to extend 
the building to within 15 feet of Wood- 
bine street, covering over the rear of 
the present structure. He also intend- 
ed to improve the rest of the property 
by erecting 5 or 8 stucco houses. 

Mr. H. B. Ross for 7 property own- 
ers entered a vigorous protest and 
filed a petition signed by 21 residents 
against the extension. He said that 
Mr. Haddock lives in Roxbury and has 
no direct interest in the neighborhood. 
The back yard of the present garage 
is used for burning refuse and is a 
nuisance. 

Mr. Will C. Eddy was very emphatic 
in his objections, complaining of boil- 
er factory noises ns late as 3 A. M. 
He also said that Mr. Haddock made 
some specific promises 7 years ago in 
regard to improving the property 
which had not been kept.. The aider- 
men erred, he declared, in ever grant- 
ing the permit in the first place. He 
also believed that the proposed exten- 
sion would add very much to the auto 
traffic in Woodbine street. 

Objections were also entered by Mrs. 


Anna Moir, Mrs. Annette Howe, Miss 
Helen Moir, and Mr. Scott Ryder. 

Daniel, S. Shea and Mr. Sullivan 
objected ' to the petition of Cashman* 
Ginsberg to sell gasolene at 204 Elliot 
street. 

There were other hearings on peti- 
tion E. E. Ferson to sell gasolene at 
981 Watertown street. F. D. Kirby for 
a private garage on Hammond street, 
F. C. Donahue to keep 1000 gallons 
fuel oil at 29 Vernon street, for side- 
wnlks on Algonquin road, and sewers 
in Prospect place and Raeburn ter- 
race. 

Mayor Childs sent in requests for 
more money for the Forestry Dept., 
Fire Dept., for coal for schools, for 
election expenses, maintenance of pub- 
lic buildings, power house and care 
of city hall. He also appointed C. J. 
Vachon a public weigher and asked 
for money to pay the city laborers for 
the remaining holidays of the year. 

The City Engineer recommending 
the widening of a small part of 
Charlesbank road and the School Com- 
mittee asked for portable school house 
at the Davis school. 

Petitions of W. A. Sweatt for an 
auctioneer license of the Tel. Co. for 
attachments on Turner street, and of 
Edward Desmond, Wildwood avenue, 
Adolph Ogorski, Grove street and T. 
W. Dearborn, Wolcott street for pri- 
vate garages were granted. There 
were other petitions for. private gar- 
ages from S. T. Fogwill, 1473 Wash- 
ington street and Angus MacDonald, 
Warren street, for a sewer in Harold 
terrace, and Virginin road, and com- 
munications withdawing names from 
petitions for laying out of Royce road

FATAL ACCIDENT 


Woman Killed at Newton Centre In Automobile 
Collision 


Mrs. Mary A. Sargent, aged 76, of 4 
Monadnock road, Chestnut Hill, was 
Instantly killed, her son, William M. 
Sargent, aged 35, was badly Injured, 
and five other persons, three of them 
women, were severely hurt in an au- 
tomobile collision Saturday afternoon 
at Beacon street and Grant avenue, 
Newton Centre. 

The other victims are Frederick E. 
Prior, 64, also a son of Mrs. Sargent 
by an earlier marriage, a Boston 
leather merchant; her daughter, Mrs. 
Ida M. Packard, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis C. Loweijsteln of 15 Kimball 
road, Lynn, and their daughter, 
Eleanor, a student at Simmons Col- 
lege. 

Mrs. Sargent, with her younger son, 
and her daughter, had driven to the 
Newton Centre railroad station to 
meet Mr. Prior, ilnd were returning 
home with him when the accident 
occurred. 

The police say that the Sargent 
machine was ahead of the Lowenstein 
car and that the former made a sharp 
turn from Beacon street toward 
Grunt avenue. The Lowenstein ma- 
chine, proceeding westerly at a good 
rate of speed, crashed into the Sar- 
gent machine sis the latter turned 
out. Both cars were large touring 
models, and were badly damaged. 

When the machines met the im- 
pact hurled Mrs. Sargent through the 
windshield. Her younger son suffered 
a fracture of the skull and was re- 
moved to the hospital. The other oc- 


cupants of the sedan were cut by the 
shattered glass. One of Mr. Prior’s 
fingers was amputated and he sus- 
tained other injuries. 

Mrs. Packard, Mr. and Mrs. Lowen- 
stcin mid their daughter were all cut, 
bruised and shaken up, but their in- 
juries are regarded as less serious 
than those of the other victims. 

Mrs. Sargent, with her sons and 
daughter, came to Newton recently 
from the west. 

Mr. Lowenstein is head of the tur- 
bine department of the Lynn plant of 
the General Electric Company, with 
which he has been connected 15 
years. He was born in Arizona and 
is a graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Before coming to 
Lynn he had been a professor of sci- 
ence at Lehigh University. He is a 
member of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers and is presi- 
dent of the Lynn section of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Electrical Engineers.

FAVOR nVO-PLATOON SYSTEM 


On the coming election day a most 
important subject will come before 
the voters for their consideration. It 
will he as follows: Shall the Newton 
firemen lie granted the two-platoon 
system; or In other words, shall they 
work twelve hours a day three hun- 
dred and sixty-five days a year, with 
the exception* of fourteen days’ vaca- 
tion? Tills plan will do away with 
the present twenty-four hour con- 
tinuous dutv.

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The two-platoon system has been 
adopted by most of the cities through- 
out the country, and in thirty-six 
Massachusetts cities and towns. It 
has the indorsement of the Interna- 
tional Association of Fire Chiefs, 
and in no city where this plan has 
been in operation have they ever re- 
turned to the old continuous duty 
system. 

As to the matter of expense, if this 
plan should mean Increase in main- 
tatnance. It would he more than off- 
set hy Increased efficiency. For ex- 
ample, If one shift has been working 
at some large lire, they would lie re- 
placed at the end of their tour of 
duty hy a fresh crew of men, and, 
furthermore, the men on the off shift 
would constitute a reserve force that 
would he available at all times in 
case of necessity. 

I would like to suggest that between 
now and election day the voters in- 
quire os fully as possible into the 
merits of the two-platoon system, 
and go to the polls firmly resolved to 
do justice to the firemen. I trust the 
voters will give this matter their 
earnest consideration.

To the Editor of The Grnphle: 

I have Just received my Newton tax 
bill, a fact which will lie self-evident 
to those who read this, because those 
who read will understand what Impels 
me to write what Mntend to write. 

Tax hills are never causes for re- 
joicing. but my present one from New- 
ton is a shock and a saddener. I won- 
der whether 1 can longer afford to live 
in the city where I was born, whether 
It is right to my family for me to pay 
the price of living among those with 
whom I went to school, with whom I 
was brought up. Newton always was 
a luxury, it is more so than ever at 
present, and the present is a time 
when it is almost u duty to cut out 
luxuries and to come down to hard 
pan. 

I wonder as 1 study the figures of 
the tax whether I and the other tax- 
payers are getting the worth of our 
money, whether we are not, like 
Franklin, paying “ dear for our whis- 
tle." And if we are paying too high 
I wonder how much I and others like 
me are responsible for conditions by 
the not much more than half-hearted 
interest taken in the elections which 
have resulted in the present adminis- 
tration we have at City Hall. That 
other cities are in the same box is no 
answer to the proposition, perhaps the 
citizens of them too have been too 
willing to et those who seek office 
have it instead of seeking to induce 
able men to serve. No great corpora- 
tion. spending each year as much as 
Newton, puts men in charge simply 
because the men ask for the jobs. With 
them it is fitness or no job. And as I 
have mentioned other cities, it is fair 
to say that in the matter of tax burden 
Newton ranks high among the cities 
of the whole country. 

What do I get in return for the tax 
I pay? My family is one of three; my 
wife and I and a nineteen-year-old 
daughter. We get our share of police 
and fire protection, and the cost of fire 
protection I see may be Increased by 
from $15,000 to $05,000 a year. And 
the main reason for advocating this 
proposed increase is not that it will 
lie worth it to the city but that as 
other cities have assumed the two- 
platoon burden, Newton, in fairness to 
its firemen, ought to assume it too. 
There we have the reason for one 
cause of growth in city taxes, if men 
in one city are able to force the city 
to take on another burden then all 
other cities ought to take it on, and 
once a city salary goes up, once the 
number of men on the" pay roll Is in- 
creased the increase is for all time 
regardless of what conditions are in 
general business. As cities are run 
to-day men get votes for office by 
promising to assuage the hunger for 
more, more. more, never by promis- 
ing to conduct an efficient, economic, 
administration with a dollar of value 
in return for every dollar paid in 
taxes. We got our share of the streets, 
the parks and the city lights. Our 
principal use of the streets is to use 
the one from our home to the railroad 
station, our use of the parks is noth- 
ing, the lights enable us to find our 
way home after the theatre. From the 
schools we get nothing and have not 
for half a dozen years. And I wonder 
how many families whose children are 
in the schools pay into the city in 
taxes a sum equivalent to the amount 
spent for the expenditure for teach- 
ing and maintenance of buildings. It 
will he seen from tills that for the 
nearly three hundred dollars I pay to 
the city I am getting little in return, 
it may he my fault I do not get more, 
but as I do not it is easy to see that 
it is a serious question with me wheth- 
er I can longer afford to live in New- 
ton or whether it Is not my duty to 
sell out and join those of my friends 
who. fronted with the same condition, 
are moving to another place where 
for very much less they can receive 
as much, have more land, have more 
money to spend, and a congenial 
neighborhood in which to live and yet 
he only a little further away from 
Boston. 

Fifty years ago, as I remember it. 
Newton got along very well. We had 
good roadp, good schools, pleasant 
neighbors, and lived a simple life. 
About twenty-five years ago we "be- 
gan to grow." We widened Washing- 
ton street, we built the boulevard, and 
we did a lot of other things. We were 
told, and we believed it, that these ex- 
penditures would he a benefit to the 
city, that they would develop it so that 
there would he more taxpayers to 
share the taxes and that once we paid 
for the improvements, taxes would 
go down, that tile proportionate share 
of each taxpayer would be less. We 
have seen what we have seen. We 
have more people, but the influx has 
so raised the number of those who de- 
rive more benefit than they pay for 
that in the item of school expenditure 
alone the cost of paying for the schools 
has added to the taxes of those who 
make no use of them. 

One word more in the matter of 
school and I am done. I know it is 
the general theory that all citizens 
received a benefit from the schools be- 
cause they are supposed to give us 
an educated and enlightened citizen- 
ship. it may he this theory is cor- 
rect; it Is to lie hoped devoutedly that 
it is. But there is one thing in which 
our children could he better educated 
and that is in t lie sense of responsi- 
bility und self-dependence. As it is 
we accustom them from their earliest 
years to the idea of getting something 
for nothing, of looking on the city, or 
tlie Stale, or the nation, as a some- 
thing which can always he depended 
upon to pay for anything. They grow 
up with the idea that if a sufficient 
number want anything paid for front 
the public treasury ail that is needed 
is to vote for it. I find that the 
average young man and woman of 
high-school age lias the idea that a 
fundamental of economics is that the 
wull ofT and the efficient exist prin- 
cipally to pay hills for those who vote 
that tlie bills shall he incurred. Thu 
colleges complain that it is a waste of 
money to send to college many of the 
hoys who now apply ror admission. 

I he trouble is that college to many 
hoys is nothing hut u place at which 
to continue to have tile good time uml 
athletic sports which they enjoyed 
without cost ill the public schools. If 
there were a purely nominal charge 
for sending a child to public school 


It would go a long wny to Inculcate the 
idea of the value of nn oducatlon, to 
mnke both parents and children rea- 
lize that the ability to stand on one’s 
own feet is a lesson wortli many of 
those taught from the hooks. Nor have 
the children a very clear idea of the 
rights of others. They steal fruit and 
flowers, destroy trees nnd shrubs nnd 
go free because of our Juvenile laws. 
My friends sometimes ask If I never 
stole fruit. I (Mil nnd was caught nnd 
punished. But because I stoic end 
my friends stole does not seem to me 
to establish the right to steal as one 
of the unalienable rights of youth 
which those of us of older years have 
no right to attempt to eradicate, 's 
it the duty of those of us who are old 
to encourage in the young of to-day 
the practise of the sins of our youth? 

As I said, I have received my tax 
bill. I am sore. I know I am stung. 
Shall I have the courage to sell out 
and move as I ought to do or shall I 
lie content with following the good 
American fashion of making a fuss 
and doing nothing?

The Newton Young Men’s Christian 
Association was organized Oct. 10, 
1877. A few facts about the work of 
the organization during the past year 
made on tills, its lord birthday, may 
he interesting. 

The membership during the year has 
kept above 800. Some 1.332 men and 
boys have been members during that 
time. Many of them coming in for 
the summer privileges including t he 
boys who attend camp. 134 were 
taught to swim, probably preventing 
some drowning accidents. Total at- 
tendance at Gymnasium classes, 12,- 
939, at swimming groups, 8,182. 

The Association had large numbers 
of men and hoys playing baseball, bas- 
ketball. tennis, and athletic games on 
the field near the building. 98 boys 
attended the F. A. Day Camp at East 
Brookfield this summer. Fifty can 
be accommodated at one time. 

The boys have three clubs which 
tire doing splendid work. The High 
"Y" Club of 25 boys, the Triangle Club 
of 22 and the debating Club of 16. 

Many of our older hoys attended the 
annual conference which tills year 
was held at Somerville. Many hoys get 
new visions of life at these confer- 
ences. 

The boys raised $95S on State Bovs’ 
Day for Local, State, and Internation- 
al Work. 

Bowling, games, and social times 
are provided for many. The Fellow- 
ship Club of 35 men meets every Mon- 
day. $22,000 was given for Foreign 
Work of the Association by Newton 
friends. 

Some industrial work was done for 
men in factories. 

Forty educational scholarships, 
amounting to $2,000 were given to ex- 
service men to enable them to contin- 
ue their studies at evening schools. 

Community work has hen done by 
a Community Secretary who gives his 
entire time to work outside the build- 
ing, helping where he is needed. 

Our dormitory rooms have cared for 
188 different men this past year. 250 
people have been directed to rooms 
outside tlie building. We have advised 
50 men and boys about employment. 
Other activities are going on daily at 
tlie Association, Imt these figures will 
give Tlie Graphic readers some idea 
of tlie work that is being done. 


Just as sturdily as conservative 
New Englanders have opposed any in- 
novations in tiieir housekeeping meth- 
ods so has the Brookline Community 
Service Kitchen struggled to educate 
the public to the only solution of the 
servant problem. Their slogan “Hot 
Cooked Meals Delivered at Y'our Din- 
ner Hour" tells the story. 

Ever since June, 1919, they have 
been sending out dinners in special 
containers which keeps the food hot 
so that when it arrives at the custom- 
er's house it is only' necessary to 
transfer it to the proper serving dish- 
es. Every modern house-wife can 
readily appreciate the value of this 
service in these days with new ser- 
vants coming and going every week, 
and really good cooks few and high- 
| priced. 

I The success of this new method of 
j living seems to he proved beyond a 
| doubt. Instead of the few regular 
| customers who were more or less 
I forced by circumstances to come to 
the Kitchen in the first few weeks of 
its career, they now have hundreds of 
customers to whom they are sending 
dinners every day. Their modest de- 
livery system of one automobile has 
now grown to five. Their field of de- 
livery which at first only included a 
mile radius from their plant situated 
on Beacon street half wav between 
C'oolidge Corner and Washington 
Square has now been extended to all 
the Newtons (except Newton Upper 
and Lower Falls), Back Bay. all of 
Brookline. Chestnut Hill, and Cam- 
bridge. Tlie plant itself lias grown 
and been added to until now it is a 
hustling little factory where hundreds 
of meals are cooked daily. 

Every bit of space has been utilized 
to make room for the different de- 
partments. The work lias been plan- 
ned and systematized so as to practi- 
cally eliminate errors, and yet at the 
same time the home-like cooking and 
dainty packing of t lie meals has been 
preserved. 

How It Is Hnn 0 

\ customer who wishes a dinner 
sent to them has merely to telephone 
Brookline 5774 and ask for tlie menu 
for the dhy.

They 
simply check their choice, mark the 
number of portions desired, write 
their name on the menu and put it 
back in the empty container, and it 
is collected in the morning. 

The food is prepared and packed in 
immaculate white kitchens, under the 
direct supervision of the management. 
The menus themselves are changed 
every day and great care is given to 
provide a well-balanced meal.

Weighing a Perfume. 

It was the Italian physicist Sulvlonl | 
who devised u itilcrobulauce of such 
extreme delicacy Unit it clearly deni- j 
onstrates the loss of weight of musk 
hy volatilization. Thus the invisible 
perfume floating off in the air is In- 
directly weighed. Tlie essential part | 
of tlie apparatus is a very thin thread 
of glass fixed at one end and extended 
horizontally. The microscopic objects 
to be weighed are placed upon the 
glass thread near Its free end and the 
amount of tlexurc produced Is ob- 
served with n miscroseope magnifying 
Ukl diameters. A mote weighing one- 
Ilioustindili of a milligram perceptibly 
bends the thread. 


Londoners in Riotous Mood When 
Monarch Threatened to Close 
City's Coffee Houses. 

All England was up in riotous de- 
fense of the right to pursue happiness 
and coffee when. In 1075, Charles tried 
to close the coffee-houses as “the great 
resort of Idle and disaffected persons," 
hot beds of political intrigue. So loud 
were the protests against tlie prohibi- 
tion tlmt the king was forced to re- 
voke his proclamation. To save his 
dignity, he said that “out of his prince- 
ly consideration and royal compassion 
nil and every retailer of tlie liquor 
aforesaid shall be allowed to keep op- 
en until tlie four and twentieth day of 
June next." Tlie arid date came and 
went — and tlie lid didn’t go on. Tlie 
London coffee houses still flourished, 
champions of free speech when tlie 
press was controlled and parliament 
unreliable. 

Of all tlie literary and political 
meeting places, the most influential 
was one popularized by the patronage 
of the poet Dr.vden. Literary aspir- 
ants of the day paid dearly mere- 
ly for the privilege of entering the 
room the great man usually occu- 
pied. There it was that i’epys saw 
him. center of an admiring throng, 
having "very witty and pleasant dis- 
course.” Dr.vden’s chair always was 
placed hy the fire in the winter and 
on the balcony in summer.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Ora ci M. Bust, Editor. 


Let any who may think that the 
women's clubs movement is a com 
parntlvely new thing take note of the 
fact that already one of the Newton 
clubs, the West Newton Women’s Ed- 
ucational Club, has observed its fort! 
eth anniversary, and that another, the 
C. L. S. (’. of Newton Highlands, also 
dates hack to the same year, 1880. for 
Its beginning. Two organizations of 
women dating hack to the middle of 
the 19th century, although they are 
to-day practically women's clubs, did 
not originate as such; so it was not 
until 1868 that the first real woman's 
club, the New England Woman's Club, 
came Into being. This was followed 
closely by the Wednesday Morning 
Club in 1869. Four more sprung up 
In the 1870's, but those of the early 
'80's were also truly pioneers, for it 
was not until the '90's that there were 
any considerable number of clubs. 

The origin of that at West Newton, 
ns brought out in the historical sketch 
read last Friday at the fortieth an- 
niversary. has an interesting signifi- 
cance In view of present-day events. 
That group of five or six forward- 
looking women, some of them, at least, 
members of the New England Wo- 
man's Club, came together soon after 
municipal suffrage had been grunted 
women in Massachusetts to see what 
they could do toward interesting the 
other women of their village in exer- 
cising the newly gained privilege. Out 
of this small beginning there arose a 
club which was always in the fore- 
front of every movement that spelled 
progress, particularly of those matters 
relating to women and children. All 
honor to the memory of Electa N. L. 
Walton and those other West Newton 
women associated with her for pav- 
ing the way by theiy example for their 
club sisters of later years within our 
beloved city of Newton. Little did 
they realize that it would take forty 
years, or nearly two generations, be- 
fore any of them would lie able to 
exercise full suffrage. Yet what would 
he their rejoicing could they see how 
the clubs to-day are taking hold In as- 
sisting all the women of the city to 
learn how to cast their ballots prop- 
erly!

ARCHERY HELD IN HONOR 


Skill in Use of the Bow Was Fostered 
in Every Way in the Twelfth 
Century. 

Archery in Scotland is ns old ns the 
day of William the Lion. The first 
mention of bows in the Statute book 
occurred in the latter part of the 
twelfth century. On skill In use of 
the bow the safety of Scotland bad 
for so long rested, that in the reign 
of William the Lion an act was passed 
making it compulsory for every man 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty 
to have weapons of this description. 
In war each bowman carried It! heavy 
and eight light shafts. The principal 
weapon of offense of those bygone 
days 1ms long since degenerated into 
n plaything. 

Tile origin of the Royal Company 
of Archers, the king's bodyguard, is 
somewhat obscure, the first unas- 
sailable record dating back no fur- 
ther than 1070. Some authorities 
claim the company was formed by 
James the First of Scotland, who 
chose a bodyguard for himself. The 
organization was permitted in 1076 
to call itself “Ills Majesty’s Com- 
pany of Archers,”- and the first pa- 
rade in full uniform was held on 
Leith Links on June 11. 1077. Queen 
Anne in 1704 granted the company 
a royal charter. Sir Walter Scott 
was a member of the organization. 


Coal From Leaves, Bark and Fruits. 

After an exhaustive study of a large 
number of coal seams, James Lomax, 
an English mineralogist, says he has 
come to the conclusion that almost all 
had their origin in vegetable matter 
grown and deposited on the si>ot where 
It now rested, the coal substance being 
formed chiefly by the droppings of 
leaves, twigs, hark and fruits, in the 
shape of seeds and fructiferous cones 
mainly from large trees. There had 
also been, especially in tbe lower parts 
of coni beds, the remains of plants 
much smaller In size and lower in the 
scale of organization, various kinds of 
mosslike plants, all of which combined 
to form a humus In which the plants 
much more highly organized could 
exist and develop. — Indianapolis News. 


DEATH OF OLD RESIDENT 


Mr. Joseph L. Colby, a resident of 
this city for many years, died last 
Friday at his home on Centre street, 
Newton, from heart disease from 
which he- has suffered for several 
years. 

Mr. Colby was horn In Boston on 
February 24. 1846, and was the young- 
est son of the late Gardner Colby, a 
former well known Boston merchant 
and railroad financier. Mr. Colby was 
educated In Newton and at the Law- 
rence Scientific School at Harvard. 

His active business life was spent 
In the Northwest, where, associated 
with his brother, Charles L. Colby, he 
engaged in the operation and exten- 
sion of the Wisconsin Central Rail- 
road, and in other enterprises in the 
region between Chicago and St. Paul, 
and especially In iron mining on the 
southern shore of Lake Superior. 
During these years he resided in Mil- 
waukee. WIs., and gave his services 
to the religious and cultural progress 
of the community. 

Upon retirement from active busi- 
ness he came east to reside in the fam- 
ily homestead in Newton, where he 
gave his time to further the study of 
music and art, becoming an accepted 
authority on church music and arch- 
itecture, and he added to his knowl- 
edge of these subjects by frequent 
travels in Europe. He rather recently 
returned from one of these trips. 

Mr. Colby contributed articles of 
economic interest to current periodi- 
cals, and received from Colby College 
the honorary degrees of LL. D. He 
has served as a trustee of Colby Col- 
lege, of the Newton Theological In- 
stitution aind of Wellesley College. 
He was a member of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Newton Centre, a fel- 
low of the British Royal Geographical 
Society, a member of the American 
Geographical Society and of the Un- 
ion League Club of New York city and 
was also a member of the Neighbors' 
Club In Newton Centre. 

Mr. Colby is survived by his wife, 
Mary Colby, and by three daughters, 
Mrs. Charles Edward Bischoff of Lon- 
don. England; Mrs. Yandell Hender- 
son of New Haven. Conn., and Mrs. 
Norman McLeod of Birkhamstead, 
England. 

Funeral services were held at his 
late home on Monday afternoon and 
were conducted by Rev. Charles N. 
Arbuckle. D. D„ pastor of the Bap- 
tist Church in Newton Centre, whose 
prayers and selections from the Scrip- 
tures were supplemented by eulogistic 
remarks by Rev. George E. Horr, D. 
I)., of the Newton Theological Insti- 
tution. The hymns, "O could I speak 
the matchless worth,” and “In the 
Cross of Christ I glory," were sung 
by A. R. Frank, bass, accompanied by 
1). Ralph Maclean, and the closing 
prayer and benediction were given by 
Rev. Edward M. Noyes of the First 
Congregational Church in Newton. 
Burial was in the Newton Cemetery.

FIRST MEETING OF THE COM- 
Ml NIT Y SERVICE CLUB 


An inlereHtcd and carneHl group of 
women met at the aecond Church. 
West Newton, on Wednesday after- 
noon to hear Mrs. I,. J. Johnson speak 
on "General Citizenship," before the 
Community Service Club. The speak- 
er had a pleasing personality and 
spoke with clearness anil force. 

After a brief survey of the way In 
which Kings have gradually given 
over their sovereign power to the 
people, she wont on to say that to 
prepare oneself for the sovereign vote 
was no mean task. "Men," she said, 
"can always he found ready to talk 
upon two subjects — baseball and poli- 
tics." Women are not. naturally, ab- 
sorbed in these subjects, but they 
must become well Informed upon the 
latter subject. One way of doing this 
is to read the papers. In order to 
become more intelligent and more 
charitable, It Is better to read 
two newspapers than one. To be 
hide-bound in one’s thoughts and 
judgments Is to he a real menace to 
good government. 

In addition to the daily papers, wo- 
men should seek original sources of 
information, and study them for them- 
selves. They should consult books, 
and pamphlets such as “The Manual 
for Massachusetts’ Voters,” "The Citi- 
zen's Guide," and others, and know 
the possibilities of voting, which dif- 
fer in different states, the status of 
women who are married to aliens, 
absentee voting, and other important 
subjects. 

She explained the process of enroll- 
ment for voting, the regulations in re- 
gard to party ballots, and suggested 
some changes in political machinery 
for which women might work. "It 
is,” she added, “a great asset for 
women that they have not so many 
political prejudices as men, and that 
they are more open to changes.” 

All the world is experimenting in 
government. Every state has its ra- 
cial. occupational, and Industrial 
problems, and governments are look- 
ing to women to help solve these per- 
plexing problems. Every citizen 
should ask himself these questions: 
"Which party is dealing with party 
questions in a finer way?" “Which 
man will serve the people best?" 

The speaker concluded by telling 
the story of the candle service at. 
Easter at the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, in which each receives the 
sacred light and passes it on to oth- 
ers. "This," she said. "Is what voting 
means to me. It is the handing on of 
the light handed down from England, 
and from Holland, a sacred duty, 
each seeing that her candle is light- 
ed and shines undimmed through gov- 
ernmental ordeals to show the world 
what America stands for." 

"The enfranchisement of women is 
the greatest step in democracy which 
our government has made since 1776." 


NEWTON Y. M. <’. A. NOTES 

Last year the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
began a plan for extending its work 
into all parts of Newton. The first 
community which adopted this type 
of work, known as Community Work, 
was Newton Centre. Through the ef- 
forts of a group of Newton Centre 
business men. Mr. Leary, City Wide 
Community Secretary, was secured 
to develop work among the young 
people of that section. So much in- 
terest was shown that this year the 
work will be conducted on a "full time 
basis. 

From June 25 to August 20th the 
Community Secretary was in charge 
of Camp Frank A. Day at East 
Brookfield. Mass. During this period 
ninety-eight different boys enjoyed 
ihe pleasures which only a camp on 
the shores of a wooded lake can af- 
ford. 

Because of the large number of ap- 
plications more boys were cared for 
than the normal capacity of 4S could 
accommodate. This was done by us- 
ing a half dozen army shelter tents 
and permitting some boys to sleep 
on the porch of the camp pavilion. 
Plans are now being developed for 
the accommodation of seventy-five 
boys at one time. With eleven acres 
of land there is ample room for ex- 
pansion if funds for new tents and 
extra equipment can be secured.

SHOW LOCATION OF WATER 


Sign* on Painted Desert in the South- 
west Guide Travelers to the 
Precious Liquid. 

Trnvol off the beaten pnths In the 
famous Painted desert of the South- 
west would be a dangerous matter 
were It not for the stone sentinels set 
up by the Navajo Indians tp direct the 
stranger traveling through that coun- 
try, where once there was water In 
plenty, hut where now are only the 
dry beds of rivers. 

These sentinels are piles of rocks, 
as high ns a mnn, located on rises of 
ground where they may be readily 
seen. In the body of the monument 
Is placed a projecting rock which Is 
arranged to point the direction to the 
nearest spring nr wnterhole. If one 
follows the direction Indicated, al- 
though he may have to proceed n con- 
siderable distance, the precious wa- 
ter will always he found. 

Frequently It Is only n very weak 
seep supplying no more than a few 
cups In an hour. Or It may be a pool 
located deep In the recesses of a 
rocky ledge and collected from the 
snows of the past winter. Sometimes 
It Is situated in nn out-of-the-way 
place, and then there may be two, or 
even three smaller monuments erect- 
ed along the route designated. 

Also along the way there may be 
arrows cut In the rocks or crooked 
grooves symbolizing the windings of 
a brook or signs of vnrious kinds 
which will attrnct attention. These 
directions all help to make the way 
plainer and reduce the chance of the 
traveler becoming confused.

Fake “Josses” for Travelers. 

Canton and Amoy supply travelers 
and curio dealers with quantities of 
hideous Idols known in the trade as 
"josses." They are fakes pure and 
simple, having no relation to any ori- 
ental religion. Ingenious designers 
have produced a great variety of hob- 
goblins — such, for example, as the 
"hunger god,” with the face of a ti- 
ger and ferocious fangs. 

Most of them are of clay, turned 
out from wooden or metal molds, 
dipped In molten glass and allowed to 
cool. A fairly expert Chinese work- 
man enn make 100 in a day at a cost 
of 3 cents apiece. The European or 
American tourist pays §5. 

Real josses may be worth a lot of 
money, especially If carved out of 
Jude. This Is a material greatly 
prized la the orient, and a Jade Idol 
15 Inches high, and as many centuries 
old, has been known to sell for 810, 000 
in Canton. 


White and Red Roses Blended. 

The most Interesting combination 
of roses is that of the union of the 
white rose of York with the red rose 
of Lancaster after the long struggle 
between those two factions when the 
red rose might have represented the 
blood that was shed and the other 
one the condition of the people bled 
white by the wars. To cement the 
peace Henry of Lancaster wedded 
pretty Elizabeth of Y'ork and a clev- 
er gardener of old England blended 
the two roses and made a new one, 
striped red and white. We have It In 
this country where It Is still culled 
the Y'ork and Lancaster, though not 
every beholder realizes the story held 
In Its fragrant petals. 


The Cockade. 

The cockade, an ornament or knot of 
ribbon >r rosette of leather, was origi- 
nally worn as a military or naval deco- 
ration or as the badge of a political 
party. Cockades made of ribbons of 
the national colors were worn by sol- 
diers of the national wars of the eight- 
eenth century. In England after the 
expulsion of (lie Stuart dynasty the 
white cockade became the badge of 
the adherents of the exiled house In 
opposition to the orange of Nassau and 
the black of Hanover. From the hats 
of the military it passed to those of 
the civil servants of the crown. Then* 
as headgear changed the use of the 
distinction was confined to servants. 
The black cockade on the huts of otti 
eers' servants was Introduced by 
George I.

! am going to speak to you on the 
subject of the way in which the Vo- 
cational school particularly affords op- 
portunity for making and developing 
all-around citizens. The type of citi- 
zen who Is most helpful to a city or 
nation is the happy and contented cit- 
izen. That is a point which I wish to 
make at this time because of the wave 
of discontent and upheaval which is 
present. You probably know very lit- 
tle about this, yet you do not have to 
look far to see that there Is much dls-' 
turbance and, discontent. Anything 
which makes for the contentment and 
happiness of individuals is likely to 
make for their stability. 

What are the elements that enter 
into happiness? I want to pick out 
three elements which I believe con- 
stitute fundamental elements making 
for happiness. 

1. Hnving something to do. Just 
think how contented everyone of you 
is when engaged in work in which he 
is interested, and how uncomfortable 
he is when he has nothing to do. 
Fortunately most of us are not in that 
condition much of the time. One of 
tlie essential factors of happiness Is 
having something worth while to do 
to occupy your time and attention. 

2. The next thing to which I wish 
to call your attention is having some- 
thing to care for — someone to love. 
The necessity of having something 
which stands as a practical outlet for 
the affections — for the human feeling 
that is tied up in every one of us — is 
absolutely essential to happiness’. 

3. Having something to look for- 
ward to, prospects of promotion, per- 
sonal gain, etc., is a fundamental 
necessity if we are going to be happy. 

Let me put these three elements in 
a concrete way, — something to do, 
something to love, and something to 
look forward to. Given these three 
factors and we shall find happiness 
and contentment. If each anil every 
one of us have that, tlie state and na- 
tion will have it. 

Let us approach this subject from 
the point of fitting ourselves for se- 
curing these elements. More and 
more society is coining to depend up- 
on the educational institutions to fit 
the youth of the community for citi- 
zenship. There is little opportunity 
for organized development of the in- 
dividual in any other way than 
through the educational institutions. 
The schools and other agencies must 
work together. The people of a city 


which is dealt with in a school curri- 
culum. Culture Is one of those intan- 
gible things which we all have more 
or leHB of. which we secure to a large 
extent depending on the attitude 
which we have toward life, to asso- I 
elutions which we make, and from 
what we gain from the better and 
more refined contacts which we make. 
You can get cultural training in the 
vocational schools in any of the shop 
work which Is done. 

Let us analyze culture a little bit I 
further. Let us see what the classics | 
tell us in regard to it. You probably 
have not read Homer’s Iliad or Odys- 
sey in Latin, but you can get trans- 
lations of them. In all of the class- 
ics. the great epic poems, you will 
find that references are frequently 
made to the tilling of the soil, the 
herding of cattle, the tending of stock, 
the building of ships, the building of 1 
cities, the trading of nations and of j 
peoples, the making of clothes, etc. j 
From the beginning to the end. the I 
classics deal with the ordinary af- 
fairs of life, almost to the exclusion 
of the more dignified and more impor- 
tant things of life, as we are apt to 
think of them. Culture is dependent 
upon individuals— to the associations 
which you will choose, the kind of 
literature to which you will turn to 
get your inspiration. Spinoza, the 
greatest of German philosophers, 
worked all day in a factory to make 
glass for lenses, and at night wrote 
his philosophy. He was not limited 
by reason of his manual activity. The 
point which I wish to make is this: 
There is nothing in the fact that this 
is a vocational school which in the 
least need militate against cultural 
contacts. That is dependent upon the 
individual and your choices. The cul- 
tural contact which you will make 
will go a long way toward giving you 
something to look forward to. The 
individual who simply gets training in 
a vocational school in one line will 
always find himself confined to a 
very narrow sphere of employment, 
but by developing cultural contacts to 
the extent that you can find a way to 
development, you will always be 
equipping yourself to fill some more 
important sphere in life's affairs. You 
will be stimulating in yourself the 
ambition to fill a larger and more 
important place, be it in the machine 
shop as superintendent of the plant 
or perhaps as owner. By the cul-

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION WORK 

Twenty Newton janitors completed 
a course of instruction in heating 
and lighting for janitors given at the 
Vocational School by the division of 
university extension this year. The 
class was a .co-operative class under 
the instruction of Mr. Patrick J. 
Downey of the Boston Trade School. 
Mr. Murray of the Vocational School 
was the secretary of the class which 
mot on Wednesday evenings.

Instruction is free; a small 
charge is made to cover the cost of 
lesson material and textbooks used in 
class anil course work.

WIIY A HALE HOLIDAY EOlt THE 
CLEIlKSr 


Dear Editor: — 

Your readers have, no doubt, heard 
something about this subject during 
the Inst few weeks, and no doubt, 
some of them have asked the above 
question. In brief, It could he an- 
swered in two words. Why not? 

But, there are mors important rea- 
sons, which, if you can spare us the 
spnee, I would like to mention. 

' First, we may say, because other 
places are now observing a year 
round hnlf holiday, Lynn for over 
twenty-five years, and Is now also 
closing at 6 P. M. Saturdays. Some 
one will say, but Lynn Is a large 
place, which can he answered by 
naming our neighbor town of Need- 
ham. 

But, let us take up our own city 
for an example. Many of us work in 
villages where we cannot buy many 
of the necessary things of life. Un- 
der present working hours, when and 
where, (lien, can we buy them? Most 
of us like to pick out our own neck- 
ties, etc., unless it Is at Christmas. 

It is next to impossible for the 
chain store man to get a day off, and 
he is now working over rix and a 
half days per week; not 8 hour days, 
hut 10 hours. He will sell more 
goods In a week than the old fash- 
ioned grocer with a clerk, horse and 
wagon, and driver would do in like 
time. Of course the people do not 
get the same service, but as they 


savo from 10 to 20 per cent on their 
goods, they do not mind. 

Here in the Hlghlnnds, during Aug- 
ust, all the stores agreed to continue 
closing Wednesday afternoons during 
the Winter season. I^ater, one of the 
chain stores (a foreign to New Eng- 
land concern) withdrew from the 
agreement, and three others claimed 
they could not close if the other re- 
mained open. 

This would remind one of the days 
of twenty-five years ago when one 
denier used to watch the other man’s 
lights to see if they were ntill burn- 
ing, and the other man watching his, 
consequence, a very late closing. 

That question is like all questions, 
and simply means, is the cause Just 
or not, and If the stores who clnlm to 
believe in giving their help reason- 
able hourti (and most of them are 
doing so In some towns), let them 
close all together with this one pos- 
sible exception, and let public senti- 
ment take its due course. 

At least two of the chain stores 
are willing to do this .and all of the 
local stores here in the Highlands. 

True democracy lies in the will of 
majorities, not in minorities.

EDITORIAL 


We trust that those who intend to 
vote for Mr. ('ox for president mere- 
ly as a declaration of their belief in 
the principle at the base of the 
League of Nations, will give the mnt- 
ter the most serious consideration. 

A vote for principle where opposing 
candidates are equal is one thing, 
but when t lie candidates are clearly 
unequal, as at present, other things 
have a bearing on the decision to be 
made. No one. however pronounced 
on the prinicple of civil service or of 
good government, for instance, would 
even dream of casting a vote for a 
Tammany candidate for oilice. No 
one. however strong on the subject 
of prohibition would think for one 
moment of voting for a liquor dealer 
to carry out that principle in legis- 
lation. And yet. everyone knows, or 
should know, that Mr. Cox is not sin- 
cere in his advocacy of the Wilson 
League of Nations and is using it 
merely as a stepping stone to get the 
votes he badly needs as the candidate 
of Messrs. Murphy, Taggart, etc. We 
hope that Newton voters will not fall 
for such a palpable political gold 
brick. 

The proposition to require the Mid- 
dlesex * Boston Street Railway Com- 
pany to move its tracks on Wal- 
nut street. Newtonville. into the cen- 
ter of the recently widened part of 
that street, should be promptly neg- 
atived by the aldermen. If the en- 
tire length of Walnut street was 
widened, it might be worth consid- 
ering. but as the widened portion is 
less than 1000 feet and as the tracks, 
if re-located on this part, would 
have to return to the present loca- 
tion further down the street, it 
would seem to be a needless waste 
of money. While we hold no brief 
for the street railway company, we 
have an impression that the company 
hasn't any money to throw away on 
matters of as little value to the pub- 
lic as this seems to be.

“I die every little while, he snys.

Since I contracted 
the habit of killing myself off, I imve 
dropped one kind of work after an- 
other. Keeping in mind that I may 
drop ofT any minute, I have under- 
studies rendy not only for myself but 
for the oilier important men. We are 
all unnecessary. The result Is our 
business never was better. We nre 
all principals. Every one of our men 
carries a marshal's bn-ton in his hav- 
ersack.

IS WORLD’S LARGEST ISLAND 

Distinction Undoubtedly Belongs to 
New Guinea, If Australia Is to 
Be Excluded. 

New Gulnen, also called Pnpun, is 
the Inrgest islnnd in the world, ex- 
cluding Australia. It lies north of 
Austrnlla and south of the equntyir, 
and lias an nrea of about 215, 000 
square miles, with an estimated na- 
tive population of about l.ooo.ooo. Of 
tlie total area in 1!M4, the southeast 
portion, 00,000 square miles, with n 
population of 200,000, was a territory 
of tlie Commonwealth of Australia; 
tlie northeast portion, 70,000 square 
miles, with a population of 120.000, 
was the German colony of Kaiser 
Wilhelm's In ml. and the west portion, 
152,000 square miles, with a popula- 
tion of OlMl 11 n was part of the Neth- 
erlands. Eas Indies. An expedition 
of Imperial Vusiralin’i troops took 
possession of toe German territory on 
September 24. 1014, and the former 
German possessions in New Guinea 
have been allocated to the Australian 
Commonweal Hi. The area of tlie'tor- 
rltor.v under British control lias thus 
been Increased to about 100,000 square 
miles, with an estimated native popu- 
lation of 320,000.

Velocity of Light. 

Physicists never tire of efforts to 
Increase the accuracy of their knowl- 
edge of tlie fundamental facts of 
science. A redetermlnutlon of tlie 
velocity of light by the Fitzean toothed 
wheel method was made at Nice. 
These experiments were remarkable 
on account of tlie great distance over 
which the beam of light employed was 
transmitted. Previously such a beam 
had been caused to travel about fifteen 
tulles but on tills occasion the reflect- 
ing mirror was so placed that the total 
distance traversed by tlie beam, going 
and returning, was fifty-seven miles. 
The mean of 1,109 observations gave 
for tlie velocity of light 180,225 H 
miles u second. 


Fateh Your Linoleum. 

When linoleum wears out In any 
spot mark out with chalk on the lino- 
leum the piece you wish to repair. Tlie 
shape of tills piece should he square, 
circular or triangular. Cut It out with 
a sharp, short-liliuled knife and place 
It as a pattern on a new piece of lino- 
leum and cut out carefully. Put hot 
glue around the edj^e and a little un- 
derneath and rtx It Into the empty 
space. The glue will secure It firmly, 
filling up the crack all around, and so 
prevent dust from entering the Joint. 
No nails are required. If the linoleum 
has a design and the new piece is 
mu I died the Joint will wared v ho 
noticed. 


WHY WE FOUGHT 


To the Editor of The Graphic; — 

If you have the space to permit 
me to do It I should like to unswer 
the question which Mr. R. L. Bridg- 
man asks in the Graphic for October 
15. 

“If,” writes Mr. Bridgman, "'you 
did not oppose the entry of the Unit- 
ed States Into the war, but supported 
It, and If you opened purse and heart- 
strings for Its miserable victims, 
what has happened to change your 
mind and to prove that our national 
policy was a mistake and a blunder? 
Do you believe that our fifty thou- 
sand dead soldiers in France were 
heroes and martyrs for world demo- 
cracy and world brotherhood, or 
were they deluded cranks who died 
as the fool dleth?" 

I take it that Mr. Bridgman address- 
es his question to those who oppose 
the United States joining the League 
of Nations. I am opposed, have been 
opposed from the beginning, to the 
league, or a league, and was opposed 
to the pre-war organization called a 
League to Enforce Peace. I believe 
all the leagues so far proposed are 
humbugs and more apt to prove 
agents for mischief than agents for 
good or for peace. I hold that the 
boys who fought and the boys who 
died, and the boys who were wound- 
ed, are entitled to the gratitude and 
the respect of all Americans. I de- 
ny the right of Mr. Bridgman, or any 
other man. to say that they were 
sent to Europe to fight "for world 
democracy and world brotherhood." 
They fought and died for their own 
country because their country called 
them to the colors and they answered. 

The United States (vent into the 
war because it could not do other- 
wise and preserve its self respect 
as a Nation. 

I have at hand a leaflet issued by 
the Liberty I.oan Committee during 
the campaign to raise the Fifth, or 
Victory Liberty Ixian. On its first 
page under the heading, “Why We 
Went To War." it says: — "Pray do 
not forget this. The United States 
entered the war because we had to. 
The drowning of 114 of our own men. 
women and children when the boche. 
crazed with lust for power, sank the 
Lusitania, compelled us to enter the 
war. From that hour nothing could 
have kept us out of it. These, our 
own flesh and blood, had a perfect 
right to he where they were. I^ater 
the miserably misled boche (the 
Huns hate that name; so let us call’ 
them bodies) sank ships sailing un- 
der the flag of the United States and 
of neutral nations, 20 of them, drown- 
ing by those acts of piracy 226 per- 
sons. Those persons, let us never 
forget, had a right to be where they 
were." 

Because of the man who "kept us 
out of war" we did wait a disgrace- 
fully long time after the sinking of 
the Lusitania before we went into 
the war but when we did go in we 
went to avenge wrongs and insults 
to our own country, to preserve our 
country from the tread of the Ger- 
man soldier and to prevent on this 
side of the ocean a repetition of the 
scenes enacted in the war afflicted 
territory of Europe. 

In my turn 1 would like to ask Mr. 
Bridgman a question. Can he find 
in the declaration of war made by 
the United States, in the draft law, 
in the earlier call for volunteers, in 
any speech or writing by any one 
having the right to speak for the peo- 
ple of the United States, at the time 
we went into the war, the statement 
that we were entering the war to 
tight for “World democracy and world 
brotherhood?" Can he find anywhere 
at any time before our entering the 
war. or during the. time our men were 
in Europe in active service, a dec- 
laration that one reason for our send- 
ing our forces across tlie seas was 
that we might have tlie right to bind 
ourselves by treaty or covenant to 
take a hand in all future European 
wars ?

RED CROSS RDM, CALL 

The American Red Cross is In the 
midst of preparations for Its Fourth 
Roll Call. Through Its 3,680 Chapters 
and their Branches In the United 
States, In our island possessions, and 
in other countries, it will appeal to 
Its ten millions of adult members to 
renew their memberships, and will 
urge those who are not members to 
enter the ranks, during the two weeks 
from November 11, Armistice Day. to 
November 25, Thanksgiving Day. 

Mr. Arthur G. Rotch, Division Man- 
ager, gives a very brief, constructive 
reason as to why the Red Cross must 
go on : “The Red Cross is going on, 
first, because of its duty to the sick 
and disabled service men and former 
service men. It must continue this 
work just ns long as there Is a service 
man who is sick or disabled. There 
tire approximately 26,000 of them to- 
day In United States Public Health 
Service Hospitals. Our Home Service 
Section estimates that it will be 1925 
before the 'peak of the load’ Is reached. 
The second important reason why the 
Red Cross is going on, is its duty to 
the active Army and Navy of the 
United States, the present fighting 
forces. The Red Cross has been 
asked by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments to render to the Army and 
Navy, in peace, the same service it 
rendered during the war. This means 
Home Service for the men and their 
families, medical social service, en- 
tertainment. The Red Cross Is an 
auxiliary of the Army and Navy in 
war and in peace. Its charter obli- 
gates it to give the service requested, 
just so long as there is an Army and 
a Navy. The Red Cross is going on, 
in the third place, because of its moral 
duty to the suffering people overseas, 
it should lead the way for our people 
to aid those in other countries. And, 
fourth, it is going on because of an 
opportunity — the greatest opportunity 
any organization has ever had — that 
of giving service to the communities 
of this country to promote within them 
better conditions of living.” 

Mr. Leon B. Rogers, who conducted 
the Third Roll Call last year so suc- 
cessfully, for the Newton Chapter, has 
accepted the Roll Call Chairmanship 
again this year and expects to have 
the same efficient organization of 
helpers.

75TH ANNIVERSARY 

Eliol Church has a Three Day Celebration on 
its Diamond Birthday 


The initial meeting of the celebra- 
tion of the 75th Anniversary of the 
founding of Eliot Church was held on 
Friday evening. Oct. 22, and took the 
form of a communion service, the pres- 
ent pastor, Dr. H. G. Person being as- 
sisted by Rev. Robert L. Rae of the 
North Village Church, Rev. C. H. Put- 
ton, and Rev. Wolcott Calkins, pastor 
from 1880-1895. 

The latter delivered the sermon 
which was an interesting blending of 
history and admonition, pathos and 
humor. Solomon’s words, “He brought 
me to the banqueting house, and the 
banner over me was love” served as 
text; the sermon closing with the en- 
treaty for church service and church 
membership, "Be willing to be led 
into the banqueting house where the 
banner over us is love.” 

In speaking,of the generous response 
for sufficient funds for erecting the 
present building he referred to the 
most grotesque figure on most new 
church edifices as being a debt! The 
forbidding enclosure about the former 
church he termed "a picket fence of 
spiney ferocity.” 

While praising the spirit and abil- 
ity of our church fathers he urged us 
to begin work where they left off. 
“Tremendous things need to be begun 
and finished. Never so many swords 
needed to be turned into plough- 
shares." “Co-operation and mutual 
beneficence must take the place of 
competition and strikes.” 


Fifteen Eliot deacons are still liv- 
ing, the majority of whom officiated 
with Dr. Calkins and Dr. Person at 
the Lord’s Supper. 

Two children were baptized and 
eight new members were received. 

Announcement was made of an an- 
niversary gift of a new church organ, 
in memory of Mr. Frank A. Day, who 
had loved music and donated gener- 
ously townrd the present organ. The 
new one Is to be installed this sum- 
mer, nnd is in process of construction. 

At the close of the service a bronze 
tablet of exquisite design and work- 
manship was unveiled by Senior Dea- 
con Kepner. Over a spread eagle at 
the top is an arch of seven stars repre- 
senting the seven Eliot Church men 
who lost their lives in the Civil and 
World Wars.

HOW TO VOTE

Under the auspices of the Civics De- 
partment of the Newton Community 
Club, Miss Edith Jamieson, chairman, 
.ms. Ida Porter Boyer addressed the 
Community Club last night on the sub- 
ject of voting. 

The meeting took place at the Y. 
M. C. A. hall, and was preceded by 
the stirring notes of fine bugles 
blown by Miss Marion Maxim of New- 
tonville, and .Miss Elizabeth Plimpton 
ot Newton Centre, members of the 
Girl Scouts. 

Mrs. Boyer began by reference to 
conditions for voting in early times, 
and followed this by the history of 
the origin and growtli of political par- 
ties, together with the significance of 


party names. The fundamental diff- 
erences between the political parties 
especially on the tariff and states’ 
rights question were made clear. 

With the aid of a map, the speaker 
traced the political parties from the 
beginning to the present time, touch- 
ing upon the fundamental issues of 
each campaign. 

She then showed a sample ballot 
and explained in detail the method of 
voting for president, and for state 
officials. At the conclusion of the 
lecture there was an opportunity for 
asking questions.

The election held Tuesday. Novem- 
ber 2nd includes presidential electors, 
state and county officials and referen- 
da on three questions submitted to 
the voters. 

# How to Vole 

After entering the polling place and 
BEFORE you pass inside the rail, 
take time to look at the voting' list of 
that precinct and the sample ballots 
which will be found posted on the 
wail: the voting list to see that your 
name is on it and the sample ballot 
in order that you may decide definite- 
ly just how you will vote BEFORE 
you mark your ballot. You may take 
as much time as you please OUTSIDE 
the rail. 

Having made up your mind how you 
will vote, step up to the tally clerk 
and give him »he name of your 
street, the number of your house and 
your own name, in this order and like 
this — "Washington street. No. 900, 
Mary Brown" (Do not say “Mrs. John 
Brown"). 

Receiving your ballot go to one of 
the booths and mark an “X” in the 
square at the right of the group of 
presidential electors you favor and 
passing over to the third fold of the 
ballot, you come to the state and 
county officials. These names are ar- 


square at the right of the candidate 
for whom you wish to vote. 

The “X" is what counts. Do not 
mark your ballot in any other man- 
ner. unless you wish to write in the 
name of candidate whose name is not 
printed on the ballot. 

Be careful and not exceed the limit 
stated under the title for each office 
of “Vote for One", etc. If you vote 
for more than one candidate for gov- 
ernor for instance, your ballot will 
not be counted. If you make a mis- 
take and mark against the wrong 
candidate, take the ballot back to the 
clerk and get a new one. Do not at- 
tempt to erase a mark in the wrong 
place. 

Remember that talking is not al- 
lowed INSIDE the rail. 

Having marked your ballot, refold 
It and take it to the ballot box where 
you should repeat the name of your 
-treet. the house number and your 
own name, as before, after which you 
can place your ballot in the box and 
I leave the enclosure. ‘

"Retired Christians" — men who keep 
their religion in their mothers' names 
when they’re not married, and in 
their wives when they are — were 
called upon to stand forth and be 
counted as having a faith in their own 
name, if the principles upon which 
this country are founded are to be 
perpetuated for future generations, by 
Ernest G. Adams at the service last 
Friday evening in the Unitarian 
Church. West Newton. 

Holding that religion and patriotism 
are “pretty much the same thing", Mr. 
Adams urged upon the parishioners 
of the Rev. Julian C. Jaynes to enter 
upon the Unitarian religious and ed- 
ucational forward movement of which 
he is chairman under the honorary 
direction of former President Wil- 
liam Howard Taft. He urged them to 
aid in spreading as good Unitarianism 
and good Americanism a reverence 
for the ballot and regard for public 
office such as developed from the spir- 
it of the Pilgrim Fathers who landed 
in this country 300 years ago. 

"Today Unitarianism carries the 
hope of the world, its principles are 
exactly the same as those for which 
our flag stands. This faitli stands 
foursquare, with what Christ taught 
and with the immortal Declaration of 
Independence, whicli says that all 
men are created equal and are en- 
titled 10 life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 

Mr. Adams declared himself for 
"militant Unitarianism” to reach the 
GG.toO.OOO “unchurched" in this coun- 
try. He said that one of the reasons 
why this vast army was not in church 
was because Americans cannot accept 
the old dogmas and creeds. Ameri- 
cans, lie said, cannot believe in these 
days in a King pilose power over all 
is absolute and whose favor is sought 
by sacrifice; they are not used to 
kings or emperors. “Their concep- 
tion of God", Mr. Adams said, "is of 
a Father, a loving Father, and they 
are seeking Him." 

The Unitarian church in its “mili- 
tant" movement of education and in- 
formation. Mr. Adams said, proposes 
to set before the country its principles 
in an effort to carry the torch lighted 
by the Pilgrim Fathers to the gener- 
ation of today and tomorrow. 

The meeting was under the aus- 
pices of tlie West Newton Chapter of 
die Layman's League and Mr. Frank 
W. Keinlck presided. Rev. Mr. Street 
of Sheffield, England, was also a 
speaker and the addresses were pre- 
ceded by a supper, at which there 
were about 100 present.

7.VTH ANNIVERSARY

by a service on Sunday morning at 
which there was special music by the 
choir and an Historical address by 
the present pastor, Rev. H. Grant 
Person. 

After speaking of the changes in 
the method of travel which have oc- 
curred in the last seventy-live years, 
and of the development of electric- 
ity, and machinery etc., the speaker 
told of the changes in tho character 
of the questions before the people. 

In the earlier days, slavery was a 
pressing question. In this, Eliot 
Church played a glorious role. The 
Temperance question was another 
burning topic, 'and the question of 
Masonic Orders a third much dis- 
cussed question. There were many, 
in those days, who regarded such 
orders as of the Evil One. 

There were two reasons, he said, 
why Eliot Church was organized; the 
increase in the population owing to 
the coming in of the railroad, and the 
increased distance to the Mother 
Church in Newton Centre. Formerly 
this church was nearer to Newton 
Corner than the present church. The 
splendid spirit between the two 
churches was also touched upon. Re- 
viewing the earlier pastorages he 
spoke of the average length of time 
as being 11 years. 

Of the spiritual life of the church. 
Mr. Person said that it had always 
been of the steady type rather than 
of the explosive type, an addition of 
33 members yearly being a fair aver- 
age. In giving, the church has al- 
ways had a high record, contributions 
averaging as high as $60 per member. 
Eliot Church has from the beginning 
given to outside causes much more 
than it has spent on itself. 

He paid a high tribute to the work 
of the Sunday School and to the 
work of the women of the church, and 
also to the work of the choir. In con- 
cluding, there were two character- 
istics which. Mr. Person, said, have 
always been marked during the last 
seventy-five years of Eliot Church — 
Conviction and Loyalty. 

Following the morning service, 
there was a service by the Eliot Sun- 
day School with addresses by Past 
Supt. Thomas Weston, Jr., Past Supt. 
Franklin AV. Ganse, and Past Supt. 
Richard O. Walter, and a paper 
"Memories of Earliest Days of Eliot 
Sunday School" written by Miss Eliz- 
abeth Spear was read by Supt. D. B. 
O. Bourdon. 

The evening service at Eliot Church 
opened with special music by trum- 
pet and organ. This was followed by 
prayer by Rev. Newton A. Merritt Jr. 
of Immanuel Church, and the read- 
ing of the scripture by the Rev. Harry 
Lutz of Channing Church. 

The special feature of the evening 
was the addresses by sons of former 
pastors of the church. The first of 
these was given by Mr. Edward A. 
Davis, of New York, son of Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Davis, D. D., pastor of Eliot 
Church from 1896-1905. Mr. Davis 
spoke of what Eliot Church had 
meant to him as a boy, and of his 
love for it. 

The second address of the evening 
was given by the Hon. Arthur Hol- 
brook Wellman, of Boston, son of the 
Rev. Joshua W. Wellman. D. D., 
pastor of Eliot Church from 1856- 
1873. Mr. Wellman spoke of the 
sense of their high calling which the 
early preachers possessed, and of 
their influence in national decisions. 
He also contrasted the reverence for 
law of earlier times with the lawless- 
ness of today. In matters of righte- 
ousness. justice, and truth, he doubt- 
ed whether we. of today, are better 
than our predecessors. 

The third speaker was the Rev. 
Raymond Calkins, D. D., of Cam- 
bridge. son of Rev. Wolcott Calkins. 
D. D.. pastor from 1880-1885. Mr. 
Calkins gave a very keen analysis of 
the reasons why certain classes of 
people do not ally themselves with 
the church, and suggested several 
ways in which the religion of the 
church might be more vital. Among 
these, he spoke of the worship of the 
church which, he said, should convey 
a truly religious impression, the 
preaching should lie both prophetic 
and intelligent, and the moral con- 
science of the church should he di- 
rected to fundamental issues. 

More than 400 guests sat down to 
the banquet on Monday evening which 
with the addresses which followed, 
concluded the celebration. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs in a few 
well-chosen words welcomed the 
friends and guests present. He gave 
an impressive list of the men whom 
lie had known in the church as teach- 
ers and leaders, and paid a fitting 
tribute to their sterling character, 
lie then introduced the first speaker, 
Rev. Edward M. Noyes. 

Mr. Noyes spoke of the pleasant re- 
lations which tiad always existed be- 
tween the First Church and Eliot 
Church. He said that the best tiling 
that Eliot Church had done in these 
75 years was the inspiration which 
she had given to many lives. 

The next speaker was the Rev. 
Laurens Mac-Lure of Grace Church, 
who spoke particularly of the har- 
mony which exists between Un- 
churches in this part of Newton, a 
harmony extending even to the 
chimes. "We are now," lie added, 
"striving to get to heaven, not by 
competition, hut by co-operation." 

Following him, Dr. Person exhibited 
certain relics which had been pre- 
sented to the church. Among these 
was the key of the First Church, the 
key and parts of the mantel of the 
Second Church, a hand grenade, and 
a scrap hook containing extracts from 
early sermons. Mr. Horton S. Allen 
then gave a most vivid account of the 
lire of 1887 which he saw as a hoy. 
At the conclusion of his thrilling nar- 
rative, ho showed the old maltese 
cross which formerly crowned the 
spire of the church and rose 2110 feet 
In the air. The cross was of copper 
and on one side bore the name of the 
maker, Charles K. Carter, 1860, and 
on the other, the words, "Praise to 
God.” This cross, rescued by him 
from the tire, he presented to Eliot 
Church. 

The guests then adjourned to the 
auditorium where they listened to an 
organ recital followed by tho address 
by Rev. Charles Reynolds Brown, 
IM).. L.L.I)., Dean of Yale Univer- 
sity. 


In a masterly way, he showed what 
Nohenvlnh did for Israel, especially 
along the lines of Inspiration and or- 
ganization. He noted, too, that Ne- 
hemlali was able to accomplish what 
he did because the people had a mind 
to work, and he contrasted this “mind 
to work" with the lack of Joy and In- 
terest in work too often found to-day. 

Nehemiah also built certain ideals 
and principles into the lives of his 
people. This also is the mission of 
the church to-day. 

Again, Nehemiah recognized the 
significance of humble tasks. In or- 
ganizing his people for work, he com- 
bined self interest and public spirit, 
recognizing that the greatest enemies 
of a country are not without but 
within. 

Christ concerned Himself first of 
all with the founding of n church, a 
church built upon character. Char- 
acter is to-day tho greatest need of 
the world. In 1914 there was enough 
material resources, and enough intel- 
ligence in the world to bring about 
peace and prosperity, but there was 
not enough of good will, of character. 
The fate of a nation in the last analy- 
sis is a moral one. Final forces are 
always spiritual. 

\Ve have great need to-day of the 
Inspiration and organization of the 
church. The work of the free lance 
is not enduring; the only enduring 
life is one that has built itself into an 
Institution.

At Newton High School during the 
week beginning Monday, November i 
is to be devoted to the promotion of 
ail that Us Implied In the Hogan. 
"Better English.” This has really 
come to ho a nation-wide movement 
in our public and private schools. It 
does not mean that Hiich an aim is not 
constantly, before teachers and stu- 
dents in the schools; the Idea, how- 
ever. is to signalize the importance 
of better oral English by emphasizing 
not only correct expression, but also 
the value of good enunciation, proper 
pronunciation, and various essentials 
of technique. Under the direction of 
the English Department at the New- 
ton High School many ingenious and 
impressive methods are being worked 
out for enforcing the caution of 
“Watch your speech." Last year the 
students designed clever cartoons and 
posters to illustrate the canons of 
good taste. Interesting programs 
were also offered in the various class- 
es. This year the idea will be rather to 
demonstrate the value of good Eng- 
lish which must at the same time be 
well spoken. 

Every student in the school has re- 
cited a selection in prose or verse be- 
fore his English section and the class 
has by vote chosen the best speaker. 
These thirty-odd “best speakers” were 
again heard in an elimination con- 
test to determine who were the ten 
best in the group. On next Wed- 
nesday morning the plan will culmi- 
nate in two contests before the entire 
school.

THE CASE OF MR. FULLER 


[From the New Bedford Standard,

Two of Mr. Charles Sunnier Bird's 
grounds for opposing Mr. Fuller for 
lieutenant governor relate to ques- 
tions of party policy and regularity. 
Tha non-partisan, or the mild parti- 
san, may consider them inconclusive. 
The third ground, however, is differ- 
ent. It involves a question of honor, 
of morals, of decency upon which all 
fair-minded men, regardless of party, 
think alike. 

In the primary campaign Mr. Ful- 
ler accused an opponent. Mr. Warner, 
of conduct which, had he been guilty 
of it, ought to have forever disquali- 
fied him from public office in this 
Commonwealth. The closeness of the 
vote warrants the statement that Mr. 
Fuller's charges turned votes enough 
to win him the nomination. 

Six weeks ago the accusation was 
proved groundless and false. Mr. 
Fuller, invited after the primaries to 
present evidence, in support of it, ig- 
nored the invitation. He had no proof. 
Having served their purpose at the 
primary election, the charges no 
longer interested him. Nor has he 
ever withdrawn them, or confessed 
his error, or in any way shown that 
he has the slightest concern over the 
possible effect of his false accusation 
upon a young man of highest integri- 
ty and a clean record in political life. 

Assassination of character is one 
means of gaining political preferment, 
Mr. Fuller’s primary victory proves 
that, more’s the pity. It is not the 
Republican way, nor the American 
way; not the way that decent fair- 
minded people will approve. Of far 
worse consequence In its influence on 
the well-springs of politics than his 
stand on the league or his opposition 
to Senator Lodge, is Mr. Fuller's dis- 
honorable performance of blackening 
the character of one who happened to 
stand in his way.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


In a letter from Senator Harding 
dated at Marlon, O., October 20th, the 
Republican candidate states his posi- 
tion towards the League of Nations 
so clearly that we reproduce It be- 
low: 

" I do not know what words I could 
use to make more dear the statement 
which I have made repeatedly that It 
Is our open purpose that America 
shall do her part for an association 
with other nations to tiring about un- 
derstandings and agreements In the 
Interest of the preservation of peace 
and In the Just and peaceful settle- 
ment of questions which might other- 
wise Involve and resort to war in 
their adjustment. I have made my 
own purpose In this connection plain 
in every speech which I have made in 
the campaign. 

"It seems that some of the people of 
whom you speak are more wedded to 
the name of the League of Nations 
than to the purpose It was falsely 
proclaimed to foster: more interested 
in the ideal proclaimed than in the 
lilan promoting; more interested, per- 
haps in certain obligations depending 
for their security upon America's sub- 
scribing to a compact of force and a 
guarantee in which she would be the 
only sol vent and responsible partner in 
protecting the institutions of America 
upon which the perpetuity of our 
government and the liberty and pros- 
perity of our people are based. 

"America should, of course, have 
its full part in every worthy move- 
ment for the peace and the fraterni- 
zation and well-being and progress of 
all the peoples of the world, hut we, 
ourselves, should decide the character 
and extent of our contribution, and 
we should not surrender our own 
peace, our control of our own desti- 
nies and the guardianship of either 
our liberty or our conscience to any 
other nation or combination of na- 
tions. Our platform expresses this 
idea, wholly and clearly, the candi- 
dates have reiterated it in every pub- 
’ lie utterance, and the one who ques- 
tions either our purpose or our sin- 
cerity does so not because he is a be- 
liever in the world association for 
peace, but in the League of Nations, 
with its implication of a super-world 
government and a surrender of Ameri- 
can rights and safeguards, forced up- 
on the Peace Commission by the 
President of the United States.

TAXPAYER REPLIES 

To the Editor of The Graphic: 

"Behold how groat a matter a lit- 
tle (ire klndieth.” Sore, blue, and ag- 
grieved at my tax bill from the city 
of Newton, I sat down and wrote a 
letter of lamentation and The 
Graphic printed. It. I read it in type 
with appreciation and comforted my- 
self with the reflection that it had at 
least one reader. A week later with 
my wife and daughter I spent a week- 
end looking over a property where the 
taxes are not so onerous and where 
life seems as happy as it is in New- 
ton. and where for one thing I found 
that milk as good as I am paying 
twenty-five cents a quart for can he 
had morning and night delivered at 
the door for fourteen cents and butter 
had fresh from the churn, not over- 
salted. for less than I can get it in 
Newton. I returned to Newton re- 
solved to make a change and picked 
up tlie last number of the Graphic and 
found a letter from "Another Native” 
in which I am nominated for the al- 
dermanic hoard in 1920 and for mayor 
in 1921. My vanity is touched and I 
am a hit surprised as I had thought 
that no one was ever nominated un- 
less he had something of a reputation 
as a joiner and a mixer and one who 
would stand in with the boys. It may 
he I’ll change my mind and continue 
to live in Newton even at the risk of 
being stung so long as I stay. 

Frankness compels me to say that 
I do not altogether approve of the 
platform laid down by “Another Na- 
tive." It seems to me a bit drastic, 
a hit Utopian. If I decide to run I 
should do so on the platform of “A 
dollar in return for every dollar 
spent." I believe that the taxpayer 
has as much right to the worth of his 
money as anyone spending a dollar 
in any other way.

RENT LABS 

By G. M. Heathcote. Chairman Rent 
Profiteering Committee 

So many questions have come in. 
relative to the rent laws, that 1 am 
giving an interpretation which I trust 
will make clear tlie meaning and force 
of the above laws. 

To get a tenant out. a landlord must 
first give a thirty days’ written notice 
to the tenant to quit the premises. At 
the expiration of the thirty days, the 
landlord may then bring an ejectment 
writ to evict tlie tenant. 

The tenant can come into Court and | 
bring a petition for a stay of judg- 
ment or execution. If the Court is 
satisfied that the tenant has made a 
reasonable effort to find a house of 
about the same number of rooms, at 
about the same rent, and in the same 
general location, then the Court may 
grant a stay of proceedings for a per- 
iod not exceeding six months. 

Most people have erroneously got 
the idea that the Court will at all 
times, where it is difficult to find an- 
other place, give them six months 
within which to move. The Court in 
its discretion may not grant any time, 
and again it may grant two weeks, 
or a month, or even six months, as the 
circumstances seem to warrant, hut 
in no case can the court grant a stay 
of proceedings for over six months. 
Moreover, tlie Court may. where a stay 
of judgment or execution is granted, 
make such terms in regard to the pay- 
ment of the rent as it deems best 
In other words, the Court may order 
the rent to he paid in advance, or a 
certain deposit to he made in Court to 
make certain that the rent will be 
paid when due. 

Many people also have interpreted 
tlie rent laws to mean that not more 
than an increase of 25 per cent can be 
made in one calendar year, it’ the 
rent is raised more than 25 per cent I 
in one calendar year, and the landlord | 
tries to recover that amount, then the 
tenant can come into Court and 
when lie lias proved that the rent i 
has been raised more than 25 per cent 
in one year, then there is a presump- 
tion that the landlord is profiteering. 
If tlie landlord can prove that the 
rent charged, even if it is over 25 
per cent, only gives him a fair and 
reasonable return on the principal in- 
vested in the property, then he may 
be entitled to charge over 25 per 
cent.

I have often heard my father and 
one of niv brothers, who at one time 
were members of Newton’s Fire Dept, 
say there was little danger to life at 
a fire in our city if tlie men used cau- 
tion. Besides the 14 days annual va- 
cation. they have one day off in 5. A 
total of S4 days off in a year. That is 
many more days off’ with pay than the 
majority o meu gel. 

Could not our city money ho em- 
ployed for necessary improvements 
that would benefit a greater number?

EDITORIAL 


EDIT 

We trust that every Republican 
voter in tills city will go to t lie polls 
next Tuesday and help to give Hard- 
ing and t'oolidge and the entire Re- 
publican ticket n majority which will 
make it clear even to President Wil- 
son’s obtuse mind, that this state is 
for America first and that our own 
problems demand attention before we 
attempt to meddle with affairs across 
the water. But the League of Nations 
issue ought not to be the sole reason 
lor the faith which is in us. A vote 
for the Democratic candidates is a 
vote of confidence in the high handed, 
inefficient and wnsteful manner in 
which the Washington administration 
has conducted affairs for the past 
seven years and more particularly in 
the past three years. It would lie a 
vote of exoneration for the purchase 
of 945,000 saddles and 195.000 brand- 
ing irons for 391,000 horses and 
mules, for the purchase of 32.227,450 
pairs of shoes for 3,315.837 soldiers, 
and for many similar cases of extrav- 
agance and graft. It would lie a vote 
of approval of the ward politician tac- 
tics of Mr. Cox. whose campagn has 
been on a lower level than that of 
any previous candidate for the high 
office of president of this great coun- 
l ry. 

On the other hand we know how 
seriously Senator Harding views the 
great office of president and we know 
how well fitted our own Governor 
Coolidge is for his running mate. 

A vote for Harding and Coolidge 
therefore, appeals to one’s patriotism. 
Americanism and sense of fitness in 
the greatest degree.

One of our good friends takes ex- 
ception to the editorial statement 
made last week to the effect that 
"everyone knows or should know that 
Mr. Cox is not sincere in his advo- 
cacy of the Wilson League of Na- 
tions." We are frank to admit that 
the term "everyone knows" can be 
construed to be somewhat broader 
than the situation we intended to out- 
line and it was used in the editorial 
sense that it was the prevalent opin- 
ion of the so called “man on the 
street." The sincerity of Mr. Cox is 
certainly open to question, not only 
on the issue of the Wilson League of 
Nations but on his charge concern- 
ing the Republican "slush fund" to 
“buy the presidency" as well as on 
his offer to bring the Irish question 
before the League of Nations, if 
elected president. The slush fund 
and Irish matters being clearly put 
forth to fool the voters. Possibly the 
word "sincerity’ is not exactly the 
right term to use in this connection, 
but the idea we are trying to convey 
is, that Mr. Cox is making every pos- 
sible argument to advance his cam- 
paign for tlie presidency and making 
it in such a fashion as to raise grave 
doubts as to his honesty of purpose. 
We repeat that it is the opinion of 
the average man that Mr. Cox is not 
"sincere."

While we do not like to see finan- 
cial questions submitted to a popular 
referendum, and should much prefer 
that tlie establishment of the two pla- 
toon system for the Newton Fire Dept, 
and the granting of one day off in 


eight for the Police Dept, be settled 
by the aldermen of the city, we henrt- 
tly approve of the fundamental idea of 
both these measures, notwithstanding 
the heavy cost to our tax payers there- 
by involved. 

We believe that tlie chief reason for 
approving both of these measures Is 
one that has not been given wide pub- 
licity, viz, that it places these two im- 
portant departments on a level with 
the hours of labor of most of our in- 
dustries, and that this fact, together 
with the possibility of a pension, cer- 
tainty of pay and security in office 
will lead a better class of men to 
seek the office. The future of these 
departments therefore requires that the 
Job be made attractive, and while the 
immediate expense seems heavy (it 
is estimated at 40 to 50 cents on the 
tax rate) it should be approved. 

There should be an overwhelming 
“NO" vote in this city on the approval 
of the question of 2.75 per cent liquor 
at the election next Tuesday. Besides 
the temperance side of the matter, in 
itself a sufficient argument for a nega- 
tive vote, there is the fundamental is- 
sue of a clash with the Federal con- 
stitution and laws made thereunder. 
The Federal constitution explicitly 
states that “this constitution and the 
laws of the United States which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof:***** 
shall be the supreme law of the land: 
and the judges in every state shall 
be bound thereby, any thing in the 
constitution or laws of any state to 
the contrary notwithstanding." Under 
the 18th amendment. Congress has 
passeil the Volstead act, establishing 
the alcoholic content of intoxicating 
liquors at Vi of 1 per cent. Enuf said.

QUAINT OLD-WORLD CUSTOMS 

Whitsuntide Superstition In Parts of 
England — Annual "Cheese Roll- 
ing" In Small Village. 

An old superstition still lingers In 
some parts of England, notably Derby- 
shire, and induces people to rise un- 
usually early on Whitsuntide morn- 
ing In order that they may sen the 
sun rise, for they frankly believe that 
whatsoever request Is proffered the 
Almighty at tlmt particular moment 
Is certain to he granted. 

The county of Northampton cele- 
brates an old custom, dating from the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, once in 20 
years. The scene of It Is the village 
of Cnrby. , 

Very early on White Monday, hands 
of men are stationed nt the by-ways 
of the parish, who demand toil of nil 
pedestrians. Should they refuse, they 
are seized, hoisted on a stout pole, and 
curried to the village amidst the 
cheers nnd Jeers of the spectators. 

Tlie origin of the “cheese rolling” 
which takes place yearly in the quiet 
little village of Blrdllp, in the Chel- 
tenham district, is lost, like many 
more, in the mists of antiquity, but 
local sentiment forbids it dying out. A 
substantial round cheese Is set rolling 
down n steep hill with all the young 
nnd active members of the population 
In hot pursuit. Before it can he enp- 
tured many of tin? men are roiling af- 
ter, hut tlie cheese evades the ma- 
jority of them, nnd usually falls to 
tlie lot of one of tlie compnny who 
has managed to keep ids feet. 


BEAR MOST POWERFUL BEAST 

Easily King of Them All, as Far as 
His Physical Strength Can 
Be Estimated. 

A man rowing does one-third as 
much work ns an ox plowing. 

An ox plowing does a little more 
than half tlie work of nil nvernge cart- 
horse hauling n ton of coni. 

A camel carrying 500 pounds on Its 
hnck Is nearly equal to two average 
horses, while an elephant, which will 
bear a load of half a ton or lift n log 
of tonk of I lie same weight. Is worth 
in muscular power rather more than 
three good camels. 

Tlie lion, usually known ns the king 
of beasts, is by no means tlie strongest. 
Its strength is estimated as tlmt of six 
men only, while tlmt of a full-grown 
Indian tiger Is a third greater. 

Neither of these animals is equal in 
musculnr power to tlie benr tribe, of 
which t lie polar and tlie grizzly are 
the strongest. A grizzly weighing about 
1,000 pounds has been seen to carry 
a steer weighing S00 pounds up n 
steep mountain-side for over linlf n 
mile. Its strength is at least twice 
tlmt of a lion. 

A gorilla four feet six Indies in 
height lias the strength of four strong 
men. It can bend double a pair of 
12-bore gun barrels in its paw. 

The African buffalo and tlie Indian 
gaur — or wild ox — are tlie two largest 
nnd most powerful of tlie buffalo 
tribe. It is doubtful If 12 men could 
hold n gaur, which stands as much as 
six feet high, and Is over eight feet 
in length. 


Isinglass. 

Isinginss Is tlie dried swimming 
bladders of several varieties of fish. 
Tlie amount of gelatin in Isinginss is 
from 86 to 93 per cent nnd even more. 
It Is prepared by tearing the air blad- 
der or sound from tlie hack of the fish, 
from which It 1ms been loosened by 
striking several blows with a wooden 
club, then washing in cold water. The 
black outer skin is removed with a 
knife, again washed and spread oji a 
board to dry In tlie open air, with tlie 
white shiny skin turned outward. To 
prevent shriveling or shrinking the 
bladders must lie fastened to a drying 
bonrd. Tlie best quality of isinginss 
conies from sounds tlmt nre dried In 
tlie sun. After drying tin? sound is 
again moistened with warm water and 
tlie interior shiny skin Is removed by 
hammering or rubbing. Finally It is 
toiled between two polished iron roll- 
ers. 


Clerical Expedient. 

The English preacher, Stephen Jenk- 
ins, was not a highly educated man. 
lint lie had a native wit which often 
helped him out of difficulties. One 
Sunday while rending ns the Scripture 
lesson the third chapter of Daniel, lie 
came to a batch of words tlmt gnve 
him trouble. “At wlint time ye hear 
the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
snekhut, psaltery, dulcimer,” etc. Now 
tills list of instruments Is repeated sev- 
eral times In tlie chapter, and tlie sec- 
ond time lie stumbled through it with 
even greater difficulty thnn tlie llrst. 

Before lie reached it again, however, 
lie had discovered a way of escape. So 
tlie third time lie relieved both him- 
self and tils listeners by rending with 
the utmost gravity, “And the band 
piayed ns before.” — Boston Transcript. 


“Tower of the Winds.” 

There was a water clock erected at 
Athens, Greece, in tlie second year of 
the first century before Christ. It Is 
octagonal In plan, 42 feet high and — »> 
feet in diameter. Toward the top of 
each side It Is sculptured witli vari- 
ous symbols of tlie wind. Originally 
tlie structure was surmounted with a 
bronze Triton which served as a 
weather vane.

ZES THE LEAGUE OK NATIONS.
